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PREFACE TO STH EDITION, 1910. 

The first edition of the Bengal Jail Code appeared in 1864. 
'Before this, prison administration had been carried on by means 
of Circular Letters and General Orders. There was no uni- 
formity of procedure. Sanitation, as a science, did not exist, 
and the anmuil mortality rate in the .tails of Bengal diiring the 
preceding U) years had exceeded 98' |)er thousand, rhe 
herculean task of reducing order out of chaos \ras accomplished 
by Dr. F. J. Mouat. then Inspector Cleneral of Jails, the pioneer 
penologist of India. The admirable code of rules published in 
1864 inaugurated a new era in prison adniiuistratiou. and, as 
r^ards one aspect thereof, no more eloquent testimony to the 
wisdom and fore-thought of Dr. Mouat cim be found than in the 
fact that the mortality amongst prisoners, which reached 138 
per thousand in 1860, has fallen to 16 per thousand in 1907, a 
record probably not paralleled in any tropical country in the 
world. In 1867, Mr. Hodge. Dr. Mount’s Chief Clerk, 
published the Bengal Jail Manual, a voluminous uuofiicial work 
which supplemented and explaine<l the Jail ('<Mle. The seiiond 
edition of the Jail Code, prepared by Mr. W. J. Heeley, c.s., 
Inspector-General of Jails, ap])eared in 1876. Dr. Lethbridge 
in 1882, assisted by Mr. W. I.,eonard, prodiu^ed the 3rd edition 
and in 1896 Mr. Leona nl. the Sui>erintendent of Bhagalpore 
Jail, prepared the 4th edition, which is now exhausted, and in 
some respects obsolete. During the last thirteen years new 
Codes of Criminal and Civil Prcxsedures have appeared. The 
Prisoners’ Testimony Act (XV of 1869) and the Prisoners Act 
(V of 1871) have been repealed by Act Hi of 1900. Bemiraion 
by marks has given place to remission by days. A new edition 
having become an imperative necessity, the task of revision was 
‘entrusted to Major J. Mulvany, i.M.s., Superintendent of the 
Presidency Jail, who has carried out the work with great 
thoroughness and care. The Subsidiary Jail Code, which is 
now included in this volume, has been remodelled. The index 
has been completely revised. Much valuable assistance hiM 
been derived from recent editions of the Punjab and Burma Jail 
Manuals.

they get the special f<M»d, idotliing. la^ddiug, and rest iiiderwl for 
them. If any prisoner is removed from the ‘•convalescent*’ or 
‘^special” gangs without the authority of the Medital (MlicCr, he 
Bhali report the matter to him. 

113. He shall visit all pris<iiiers confined in cidls daily, and 
report to the Medical (filif*er any coinplainis that may have been 
made to him. 

114a He shall be re.sponsible that all medicines are eon*eetly 997 , 

prepared, that the medicine alniirali is kept locked and all fHiisoii.H 
kept separate. He will write up the hospital diet book, make the 
necessary indents on the proper jail offi<*ers, and see that the food 
is properly prepared and distributed to the sick. 

115a He shall keep all the hospital registeiij written up to RultlO#, 
date, shall punctually prepare and submit to the Medi<'al Onieer 
monthly and other returns, and be generally responsible for the 
hospital records. 

116a lie shall lie res|)onsible that the surgical iiistrumenfs 
are kept in good order, and for the safe keeping and cleanliness 
of cloining, bedding, blankets, etc., issued for use in the ho^ital. 

Any deficiency in stock should be reported to the Medical Officer. 

117a He shall be responsible for the maintenance of cleanli* ftals If3i» . 
ness, order and discipline in the hospital, that all jail rules are ftalslit. 
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strictly observed in it, that the compounder and hospital atten- 
dants do their duty, and also that any want of, or excess of, 
hospital attendants is brought to notice. 

118* When any prisoner is so seriously ill as to need the 
services of a ipecial sick attendant, the Medical Subordinate shali 
take the orders of the Medical O&er, who shall apply to the 
Superintendent for the services of a convicted prisoner for this 
duty. If the Me<iical Officer is himself the Superintendent, he 
shall select and appoint a convict for this duty, and shall cause 
the fact to be entered in the convict’s history ticket. 

No sick attendant should be changed without the written order 
of the Superintendent. The names of such convict prisoners as 
are selected as t)enera1 hospital or si(*k attendants shall ne recorded, 
and the fact of such duty entered on the history tickets of each, 
and they shall not he changed without the written order of the 
Superintendent.

119. II*; hIiuII carefully watch all prisoners who may possibly 
he nialiiigcring. and liring such cases to the notice of the Medical 
Officer. All prisoners who are suspected to be insane shall he 
examined by him daily, and a report of their mental condition 
submitted to the Medical Officer. 

120« He should frequently he present at the various parades, 
and separate, for treatment, any privsoner whose appearance or 
manner denotes that he is not. in his usual health. 

121« He shall arrange that all coses of bowel complaint are 
treated in a separate ward, and that the evacuations of such 
patients are laid out for the Medical Officer's inspection in such 
a W’ay as to leave no doubt as to the identity of the patient who 
passed them severally. After examination by the Medical Officer 
he shall see that sut*h evacuations are properly disint’ected and 
disposed of. When the Medical Officer visits the jail, the Medical 
SulKirdiiiate shall accoiiipany him on his round and take notes of 
any order given by him regarding the treatment of the sick or 
the sanitation of the jail. 

122 « lie shall carefully examine all new admissions to the 
jail, and under the Medical Officer’s 8upervi.sion record in the 
admission register their state of health, weight, personal marks, 
imduding marks of wounds, vaccination or inoculation. Under- 
trial prisoners should be specially examined for marks of wounds, 
bruises, etc., and anything which may he useful to the courts, the 
result being rejported to the Medical Officer and duly recorded. 
If a prisoner is rei'^ived from the police bearing marks of 
injury not mentioned in the ]mlice report, he shall at once bring 
it to the notice of the Superintendent who shall forthwith send 
a report to the District Magistrate. He will see that the entries 
required by Rules 553 and 554 are noted on the history tickets. 
He will satisfy himself that the private clothing of newly 
admitted prisoners is cleansed, and disinfected, if necessary, befoire 
removal to the godown. 
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IUMb Ubder iiistmtioiui of Ae Medicol Officer, he ahall aee 
that all oonTicted pneoners and infanta are Taccinated ae aoon as 
poaaible after admiaaion to the jail. 

124, If he has reason to Wieve that any female prisoner ia 
pregnant, he shall report the circumstance to the Medical Officer. 

12fi« He shall at once brin^ b) the notice both of the Medical 
Officer and the Superintendent any case of infectious disease. In 
case of serious injury from accident, or where a major omration 
is necessary, he shall at once communicate with the Medical 
Officer; an^ every factory accident or serious injurj* t(» a prisoner 
from any accident should at once^be reported to the Superinten- 
dent. 

126« He shall inspect the f<KHl gt^dowtis and kitchens daily, 
see that they, and all ychhcIs tor cmiking or distributing food are 
clean, and that all food material, vegetaliles, etc., are of good 
quality, properly husked, washed and prepared and sutficieul in 
quantity, lie shall keep saiiinles of anything he considers to he 
unwboleHune for the Medi<*;u ()ffi**er*s inspection. Should he 
consider that the (ptuHiy and <iuantity of fotal l4> he unsat isfaeiory, 
he should immediately report the fa*‘t to the Medi(*al Officer. 
He should inspect all meat, fi«h, and milk supplied for 4he 
prisoners from whatever source, and report at once, for rejection, 
anything unlit for fcsal. He will see (hat milk is pro]>erly boiled 
before issue to the prisoners; and also inspect the hsal supplied 
to civil prisoners by their friends or to undertrial prisoners. 

127* He should examine all food before it is distributed ; also 
see that it is properly cooked, and that the proper quantity of oil, 
salt, and nntiscfirhutics have been adiled to each ration. He 
should bring to the notice <»f the Medical Utficer any primmer who 
frequently leaves a considerable portiiui of the f(»od supplied to 
him, especially cases in which it appears that this is caused by 
failing health or is purposely done in order to eause reduction of 
weight on the day of weighment. 

128* He shall periodically examine the w’ells, tanks or other 
sources of water-supply, and should bring to notice any deficiency 
of •supply or likelihood of the water being |K>lluted. He shall 
daily examine the filters, and all vessels in which water for 
.drinxing or cooking is stored or convej*ed, and see that they are 
clean and in good working order. 

129i He shall daily inspect all latrines and urinals, and see 
that they are kept clean, that the conservancy rules are carried 
out, and that a sufficient quantity of dry earth "is used and stored. 
He should also see that the orders almut ventilation of hospital 
wards, sleeping barracks, and workshops are properly attended to 
According to the season of the year; that tne prisoners while 
sleeping are not exposed to direcd draughts or the fall of rain, 
and that all the batten doors are freely opened during the day. 

13Bt The sheds in which milch cows are kept shall he 
examined by him daily. He shall eee that these places are kept 
clean and free from smell; and that the vessels for boiling and 
holding milk are clean and fit for use. He shall keep a daily 
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record of the quantity of milk obtained from the jail cows, and of 
ita expenditure, and shall report to the Superintendent anv 
instance in which it is not all expended for the wnefit of the sick 
or in improving the diet of the prisoners. 

ISIt The fortnightly weighment of all prisoners as well as 
the weekly weighment ^ those ii^ho are infirm or losing weight, 
shall be made under the immediate superintendence of the Medical 
Subordinate, who shall record with his own hand the weight of 
each prisoner in his history ticket. In central jails he may be 
assisted by the junior Sub-Assistant Surgeon (if there is one), or 
by the (fempounder or by a Deputy Jailer deputed by the Super- 
intendent^ All prisoners steadily losing weignt shall Le reported 
to the Medical Officer not later than the day after weighment. 

in* He shall report all deaths at once to the Jailer and the 
Medical Officer; see that the body is decently removed to the 
dead-house; make the necessary preparations for post-mortem 
examination ; assist the Medical Officer in making such examina- 
tion, and be res|)orisible that the body is afterwards properly 
stitched up and covered. 

133a He shall afford medical aid to all the jail staff, warders, 
guards, and others living on ihe jail premises. In cases of 
difficulty he should consult the Medical Officer. 

134« In addition to his own proper duties ns aliove detailed, 
he shall render the Medical Officer every assistance, exercising 
general vigilan<‘e over all matters w'hich can in any way affect 
the health of any of the inmates of the jail, and reporting to the 
Medical Officer any instance in wdiich he believes that rules 
affecting the health o( the prisoners have been infringed; as, for 
example, in such matters as the following: — 

(a) Overcrowding of wnrds, w^orkshops, or other spaces. 

(b) Incorrect weighment or distribution of food. 

(c) Unseasonable, worn-out, or dirty clothing. 

(J) Neglect of personal cleanliness. 

(c) Undue exposure of prisoners to wet or sun. 

(/) Uiipunctuality or curlailment of meals. 

(/y) Neglect to air, dry or clean luHlding. 

(h) Unsuitable tusks, espetdally in the case of weakly men. 

(0 The use of worksliops as dormitories or xTtce versa. 

(j) Deficient or incorrect use of important articles of diet, 
such us salt, spices, oils and antiscorbutics. 

13S» In central jails, where the Medical Subordinate must 
s^ud more time in regular hospital duties than is necessary in 
district jails, his visits to all the wards, latrines and urinals and 
to see the condition of the water and milk receptacles, neea not 
be made dailv, but at such intervals as the Meaical Officer may 
direct. The Medical Subordinate must in all cases give his 
constant attention to these matten and will be held peraonalfy 
responsible for any irregularity regarding them 
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1SI« The Medical Subordinate may purchase batar medicinea 
il authorised to do so in writinir by the Medical OflBcer, who shall 
satisfy himself that the medicines are actually reouired. The 
Medical Subordinate shall not purchase articles of aiet for the 
sick, whose food shall be supplied bv the same authority aa that 
of other prisoners. Vouchers^ signed by the Medical Officer for 
basar meuicines shall be submitted with the contingent bill.

142, The Chaplains shall each perform divine service 
according to the rites of his Church at least every Sunday, and 
also on Christmas Day and Ocxid Friday. The hours of divine 
service shall be fixed by the f^iapluins in conimunicaiion with the 
Superintendent of the jail. 

148. The religious denomination of every Christian prisoner Rale 141(1). 
mall be recorded in the Admission Register, and the Jailer shall 
inform the Chaplain of that denomination of the admission of 
every^ such prisoner. 
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%44m All Christian prisoners rei^stered as belonging to one 
or other of the denominations for .which Chaplains are provided 
shall attend divine service. 

%€Bm Christian prisoners ^ belonging to denominations other 
than those for whicn Chaplains are specially provided ina>% with 
the permission of the Chaplain concerned, be allowed to attend 
the divine service of one or other of the denominations for which 
Chaplains are appointed, provided that — 

(1) the selection so allowed shall not be subsequently altered, 

and 

(2) no one sliall be compelled to attend the services of a 

minister of a religion or persuasion different from his 
own as declared ou entering the jail. 

146 * The Sacrament of the Tx>rd*8 Supper shall be regularly 
adniinisterfMl in the Chapel at such times as the Bishop may 
direct. The attendance of prisoners at this rite shall he voluntary, 

147 « Tlie Chaplain may make any suggestion to the Superin- 
tendent of the jail which he <'oiisid€*rs would tend to improve the 
morals or disciiiline <»f the prisoners, or lead to their reformation, 
but be should l)e careful not to interfere with the routine of the 
jail. 

148 . He may visit the jail durinpr the week and may collect 
the prisoners for inHtru(*tion at such times and in suidi a way as 
he and the Superintendent in consultation may decide upon. He 
shall visit at least once a week the sick in-hospital who belong to 
his Chiindi, and he may visit them more frequently if tney 
require his services. 

148 . In the event of any Christian prisoner being dangerously^ 
sick, the Jailer shall iniinediatcdy notify the Chaplain of his 
denomination of the fact. 

150 . Each Chaplain shall submit to the Inspector-General 
through the Superintendent a general annual report on 
the religious ami moral condition of the prisoners belonging to 
his Church and the apparent effects of the discipline of the jail. -

Section VI. — The Deputy Superintendent. 

151 . Every central jail carrying on a special industr^*^ shall 
have a skilled manufacturer ciualified to superintend the manu- 
factory department in all its branches. Such appointment^ shall 
be made by special agreement and under the special sanction of 
Ghivernmeut. 

152 . This officer shall be styled Deputy Sujperintendent. In 
rank he shall be superior to the Jailer, wno will be bound to carry 
out fjky orders he may give relating to his own department 
provided they be in accordance with the jail rules and tne Super* 
intendeut’s instructions. 
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154* He 8hall be Imuud to do his utmost to conduct the jail 
manufacturer to the best advabtage^ subjei't to the c^mtrol of the 
Superintendent, whose orders he must ol>ey. 


ISBo All the manufacture department stones, Imtli of raw 
materials and finished ^oods, together a*jth the accounts, shall 
be under bis supervision, and he shall 1>6 held respimsible for their 
correct keeping. 


1S6« He shall be provided with a report or order book 
(Kegister No. 1) in which he shall make written entiles of any 
matters wdiich te<]uire the Superintendent’s orders, such as 
requisitions for prisoners, materials, tools or plant, manufacture, 
sale, and despatch of goods and recoiumendatiouH f>f any kind 
relating to his branch of jail nianageiiieiit.

157« He shall make himself acquainted, as far as possible, 
with the character and industry of every prisoner working under 
him, and assist the Superintendent in allotting remission and 
granting rewards for good w’ork. Me shall report to the Sin>erin* 
tendent, for punishment, all prisoners guilty of idleiiess, or of 
breaches of jail discipline wdiich come within his cognisance. 

11^ Free quarters shall he provided fur him on the jail 
premises, in which he must reside. He shall not absent himself 
from his duties without the permission of the Superintendent, 
unless he is sick, in which case he will produce a certificate of 
si(*kiiess from the Medical Ofiicer. 

ISO. Unless otherwise specified in agi*eement leave, ex(*epi in g. o. Nt. t3M

Superintendents will he governed hy the provisions of the Funda- 
mental and Subsidiary Rules aud pensions hy the rules in the 
Civil Service Regulations.

160 to 168, 193 to 198, 203, 209 to 211, 216 to 219, 223 and 224. 
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Itk ETery.aubordinate Officer, except in any case in wliioii 
tlie Inspector-General or Superintendent may otherwise dire^, 
diall be appointed on probation^ and his confirmation in hia 
appointment shall be contingent on his proving efficient. 

After confirmation in appointment, every Jail subordinate 
officer will be liable to be employed in any Jail within the 
Presidency. 

161a Every sulxirdinate officer who desires to leave the jail 
service is l)ound to ^ve notice in writing at least two months 
prior to leaving. Subordinate officers or servants who are dis- 
charged, except for misconduct or during probation, or at their 
own request, shall be entitl«.»d to a month’s notice or a month’s 
pay. In case of abolition of appointment, three months" notice 
shall, if possible, be given. This Buie is not applicable to persons 
holding temporary posts, their appointment can be terminated at 
any time. 

162i All persons employed in a jail must be persons of iespe^ 
able character; disreputable conduct, even outside the jail, will 
render an officer or sei*vani liable to disniissal. No person who 
has been punished for any offence with imprisonment, or with 
flogging, shall l)e employed in any jail without the' previous 
permission of the Inspector-General. 

163i' Every candidate for employment in the Jail Department 
shall state in writing whether he has been previously employed 
in any post under Government or any local authority, and, if so, 
shall produce his service book or other record of service or a 
certified copy thereof. No Government servant wbo has been 
dismissed shall be re-admitted to service without the sanction of 
the Ix)cal Government. 

164. Every candidate for employment and every subordinftte 
officer already in service shall inform the Superintendent or 
Jailer if he has a relative or connection among the prisoners of 
the jail to which he is posted or in which he seeks employment, 
or has had any pecuniary dealings or close acquaintance with any 
of them. 

168. Prior to ap])ointment all candidates for employment as 
subordinate officers at any jail shall be examined by a Commis- 
sioned Me<lical Officer or a Presidency or Civil Surgeon. 
Candidates shall not be appointed unless the Medicnl Officer who 
examines them certifies that they possess the necessary qualifica- 
tions as to height, health, and strength, and the capacity to 
perform the duties required of them. Every candidate "must 
oonsent to vaccination, and, if considere<l necessary, re-vaccination 
at any time during his service. 

166« Candidates before apiH>intment to the jail service shall 
read or have read to them Section 54 of the Prisons Act (IX of 
1894) and shall acknowledge by signature or left thumb-impression 
that this has been done. The acknowledgment shall be attached 
to eaidi officer’s service book. They must also understand that 
they may be employed wherever it seems fit to the Inspector- 
General to employ them. No candidate shall be enlisted until he 
has signed the declaration contained in B. J. Form No. 89.

107 « subordinate officer shafl make acquainted 

with the i^s and orders regulatio(g his duties. Every officer, 
on bein^ rdbleved, shall point out to his successor all matters or 
special impiurtance connected with the duties o{ his post, and 
explain any directions of the Superintendent, Medical Officer, or 
other superior officer affecting any particular prisoner or matter. 
Jailers and Deputy Jailers shall each carry with them a note* 
book in which they shall enter at the time any verbal order given 
to them by the Superintendent. 

168 * Neither the Jailer nor any officer subordinate to him 
shall engage in any employment or business other than his jail 
duty. Except as provided for by the Foreign Service, Rules in 
I*art VII of the Fundainenial and Subsidiaiy Rules/ no Jail 
officer on leave may take any service or accept any employment 
without obtaining the previous sanction of the pioper autnority 
as laid down in F. R. 69. 

1S8. No officer shall take a loan of money from, or lay 
himself open to any pecuniary obligation to, any officer subordi- 
nate to him. Any officer who is appointt^d or transferred to a 
post in which he will be in a jM»siiioii to exercise official influence 
or authority over any person to whom he is under any pecuniary 
obligation, shall be bound to declare, without delay, the circum- 
stance to the officer to whom he is immediately sulmrdinate for 
report to the Government, and failing to do so shall be subject 
to the same penalty as if the obligation were incurred after his 
appointment or transfer.

All jail officers above the rank of head warder are 
required to sign their names in the Gate Register (No. 46) both 
on entering and leaving the jail. 

174 . ^ No suWdinate officer shall be permitted to receive any 
visitors in the interior of the jail. No female shall, under any 
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einmnifltances, be allowed to enter the warders* barracks, gaar4* 
room or cook-house; all outsiders of loose or eTil character must 
be excluded from the jail precincts. 


17& Subordinate ofKcers and servants shall not loui^ wbout 
the jail. They shall confine themselves to their respective posts, 
except when ordered by a superior ofiicer to go elsewhere, or when 
going upon duty. 
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176* No sulxirdinate ofiicer shall absent himself from the jail 

S remises either by day or nijght, or from duty during the hours 
xe<l for his attendance, without the permission of the Superin- 
tendent or (if suliordinate to the Jailer) of the Jailer, except when 
summoned by a Court of Justice. Any subordinate ofiit'er disabled 
from the performance of duty by illness, or summoned bv a Court 
of Justice, shall at once send notic^e to the Jailer, who shall make 
such arrangement as may be nec^essary for the performance of the 
duty of the ofiicer during his absence. Every subordinate ofiieer 
to whom any leave has been granted shall, immediately on his 
return therefrom, personally report the fact of his return to the 
Jailer. 

177« tSubordinute otfieers shall pay strict attention to cleanli- 
ness of person and dress; and those for whom a uniform is ordered 
shall at all times wear it while on duty, but relaxation of this 
rale may be allowed when a jail ofiiciul on accrount of caste rules 
is unable to wear uniform during the period of mourning. When 
off duty on the jail premises or in any public place, they must 
either appear altogether in private clothes or in complete uniform, 
no combination of the two shall be allowed. 


178* No subordinate officer or servant shall smoke or drink 
or sing or talk loudly while on duty, or in anv way or at any 
time conduct himself in an unseemly or disorderly manner, or 
introduce liquor, tobacco, or any <lrug into the jail. 
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178« No officer of a jail, nor any person in trust for, or 
enijiloyed by him shall have any interest, direct or indirect, in 
any contract for the supply of any jail articles; nor shall he 
derive any benefit, directly or indirectly, from the sale or purchase 
of any article on behalf of the jail or Wlonging to a prisoner; 
nor shall he receive, directly or indirectly, any fee or gratuity 
or present from any person tendering or hirnishing supplies for 
the jail, or from any person visiting the jail. 

Note — Jail offloeni and wardern may, with the p<*rmiM8ioii of tho Buperintendent, 
bid at a sale by auotion, of Government property or jmeonerA property. The 
Superintendent »>han not grant pt>rniuHiion to bid to an officer or warder who has 
any duty to |n^rform in connection with the sale.

receives lus^^f^ quantity; but/ subject to such remnsibility, 
he may irith the permission of the Superintendent, delegate these 
duties to thA Deputy Jailer or any other officer. 

2B7» The Jailer shall arrange that every prisoner who is 
desirous of seeii^ the Medical Subordinate, or who is ill, 
whose state of mind or of body appears to reouire medical atten-* 
tion, is shown to the Medical 8ulH>rdinate without delay ; and he 
shall record the circumstance on every such prisoner's history 
ticket. 


258. All directions entered by tlje Medical Officer or Medical 
Subordinate on a prisoner's histor^’ tic^ket relative to the treatment 
of such prisoner shall be complied with by the Jailer, unless they 
are contrary to any order in these rules or unless the Jailer has . 
not the means or power to carry them out. In every case the 
Jailer shall record on the prisoner’s history* ticket, in respect of 
every direction, what action he has taken, or why he bus not taken 
action ; and in any case when be considers it improper to comply 
with any direction, or is uiiuhle to do so, he shall show the history 
ticket to the Superintendejif at his next visit and ohstuiii his 
orders thereon. He shall carry out forthwith emergent written 
orders of the Medical Officer regarding the sick in hospital. 


288, When any prisoner dies, the Jailer shall send iiniuediate nni^ 131 ^ 
notice of the death to the Superintendent and Medical Officer, ||«is 343 .

260. Kveiy Sunday iiujrning the Jailer shall hold a parade 
of all the prisoners for the time being confined in the jail and 
shall, with the Medical Subordinate, — 


(a) carefully inspect every prisoner; 

{b) exatiiiiie the clothing and bedding of every prisoner; 

, check the iiiuster-roll and satisfy himself that every pri- 
soner is present or accounted for; and satisfy himself 
• generally that everything is in projier order. He shall 

enter a report of his inspection in his lleport Hook, 
noting therein the state of the clothing, cleanliness, 
numerical strength and other matters of importance 
relating to the prisoner. 

281« The Jailer shall l»e held responsible that the warder 
^ard is properly drilled, generally efficient and clean and neat 
in appearance. It shall l>e his duty to see that the reserve guard 
is at alt times nresent at the jail in full force, and properly Hals 348. 
armed. He shall see that all the warders invariably sleep in the 
quarters allotted to them, and he shall occasionally, at least once . ^ 
a fortnight, visit the warders' quarters at night, and aecertain 
that none of the warders have left the jail premises without per- 
mission. 
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Tho Jailer shall be responsible for safe enstody of all 
important documents and for the registen and recces prescribed 
by these rules. He shali exercise general superYision over the 
work of the office. The delemtion of the preMration of returns* 
entries in registers* or any other duty of the Jailer to any autho- 
rised subordinate, shall in no way relieve the former of the respon- 
sibility of ensuring that these are correctly and punctually per* 
formed, but his main duties are the direct control of the 
prisoners and the management of the jail. The cash book shall 
be maintained by Deputy Jailer or a clerk or an acocuntant at 
the discndion of the Superinteiulent. The Jailer shall be res- 
ponsible that the cash balances correspond with those shown in 
the cash-books, initial the latter if correct, and present them 
daily to the. Superintendent for inspection. In jails with a Deputy 
Superintendent, these duties, in so far as they relate to the manu- 
factory department, shall devolve on that officer, the cash book 
being maintained by the Accountant. 

283« The Jailer is prohibited from muking advances from 
private funds for jail purposes. In all hiiancial transactions he 
shall strictly follow the procedure prescrilied in Chapter XLI of 
this Code and in the Civil Account Code. 

2M« The Jailer shall be res|Mmsil)Ie for all stores, machinery. 
et<\, in his charge, and shall render an account, on his removal 
or transfer, of all manufactured goods, raw material, tends, plant* 
money, etc., for which he may have been made responsible. He 
shall see that all store-rooms are kej)i clean and neatly arranged, 
and protected as far as possible from vermin, birds, insects and 
damp. The Jailer of a centml jail to which a Deputy Superin- 
tendent has l>een appointed shall be responsible for all stores, etc.* 
not appertaining to the manufactory depariinent, and shall simi-^^ 
larly render an account of them. The responsibility of the Mailer 
for stores, etc., may be delegated to the Deputy Jailer and the 
Store-keeper Iry written order w'hich shall be submitted for 
approval to the Inspector-General of Prisons. This, however, will 
not relieve the Jailer from his general responsibility for the safe 
custody and correctness of stores in the jail. The keys of store 
godowns shall always remain with the officer placed in (*harge of, 
the godowns, the duplicate keys being kept in a sealed envelope 
under the initial of the Superintendent in the jail cash safe. 

26S« When a Jailer is discharged or su8peude<l* resigns, takes 
leave (other than casual leave), or is transferred, he shall ^ 
required, on making over charge to^ his successor, to give an 
inventory (in B. J. Form No. 87) of nlf property, stores, etc,, in hn 
hands, which will be kepi in the jail records, a copy beiii;|r given 
to his successor. Whenever the responsibility of the Jailer for 
stores, etc., are delegated to the Deputy Jailer or jail clerk under 
Rule 264, the reliving Jailer shall simply inspect the stores, etc., 
and check some of the items and get a certificate from the 
officerdn-char^ that the stores are correct. A detailed check of 
stores, etc., is not necessary as the officer-in*charge is responsible 
for the correctness of actual stock in the jail. The relieving 
Jailer shall however take over personally such articles as were in 
the charM of the reliev^ Jailer. He wall give vouchers for aB 
credit sues to tbe relieving <^cer. The Superintendent ’ shall 
ascertain that the inventory u correct and complete, and ^ 



unrealised <iMit are duly Touched for. After full time fw 

all due euqidjry within one month » if the Superintendent be aatia* 

fied of the eoarrectness of the acoounta, a **no demand** oertifioate 

(in B. J. Form No. 88) shall be in^anted to him and a dimlioate 

copy forwanled to the Inspecior-Oeneral. In case of the jailer's RslitSC 

death, the iuTentory shall be made by, or under the directions of, 

the Superintendent, and the certificate shall be fj^ranted and security 

given up after reference to the Inspector-General, and on the 

application of the heirs or executors of the deceased. This rule 

may be suspended in the case of a Jailer who takes privilege leave 

or leave on average pay for not more than six a^eeks, but in that 

case the Jailer a'ho takes leave shall be ptn^uniarily responsible 

for the stores, etc., during his absents, and the burden of proving 

the responsibility of his Un'um tennis for any loss shall lie with 

him. 


206« Wlien a Siiperiniendent newly assumes charge of a jail, 
it shall be the duty of the Jailer to bring to his notice rules regard- 
ing the management of jails in {retierul ^ »

XII7» The appointment of Kurofieaii ararders shall be made by 
the Inspector-General. Vacancies shall ordinarily he filled by the 
appointment of pensioned or retired European non-iM»in missioned 
tmcers or soldiers of the British Army. 


The KurofM*aii warders are subordinate to the Jailer and 
•hall oliey his lawfui orders. The junior European awarders are 
also sulnmliiiate to the Chief Kumpeun warder, and shall carry 
out any instructions he may give which are consistent with these 
rules* and the orders of the Superintendent and Jailer. 

289L They are eligible for proiiiothui to the jH)st of Jailer of 
the Presidency Jail or any large central jail to which it is expe- 
dient to appoint a European Jailer, but Iwfore they can be so 
appointed thev must colhHtuially accmainted with the vernacular 
language of the district, so as to he able thoroughly to understand 
the prisoners and be understood, and be otherwise cjualified to 
conduct the business and management of the jail and jail office. 

S70» Their duties are to maintain discipline and order aoiongrt 
the prisoners and give effect to the rules of this Code in the jail, 
but they shall also perform such other duties opnnected with the 
general management of the jail as may be assigned to them by 
their superior officers. 

ff1« In addition to the duties elsewhere prescribed hi this 
Code or specially ordered hy his superiors, the fcdhnriiig rules 
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especially to the Presidency and Alipore Central Jails and 
eTery European warder shall: — 

(1) make himself acjiuainted with the rules and orders regu* 
lating his duties. (Ignorance of a rule is no excuse 
for a breach thereof.) ; 

(2) comply specially with Buies 191, 192 and 463; 

(3) specially acquaint himself with the rules contained ^in 

Chapter XIX— Offences and punishments, and with 
rule 189 relating to keys; 

(4) hold no intercourse with the prisoners beyond what is 

actually required for the due observance of rules; it 
follows from this that it will seldom be necessary to 
speak to a prisoner except to issue orders; 

(5) hold no intercourse with the friends or relatives of pri- 

soners; 

\&) not to speak al^qut the affairs of the jail to any one 
unconnected with the department; 

(7) treat the prisoners with firmness but with tact and 

courtsey ; 

(8) treat all prisoners alike, being careful to show no 

favouritism; 

(9) listen patiently to every complaint and rectify it, or 

report it to the Chief European Warder or Jailer; 

(10) see that the doors of the yards in their charge are 

invariably closed; 

(11) allow no prisoner to communicate with any prisoner of 

a different class, yard or gang; 

(12) allow' no prisoner to w ander about the yard or jail ; 

(13) allow no prisoner to loiter alK)ut the verandahs or visit 

other cells; 

(14) allow no prisoner to enter the warder's oflBce; 

(15) allow' no singing, whistling, swearing or obscene con- 

versation ; 

(16) allow no prisoner to possess any article, bowevej in- 

significant, which is not permitted by the rules, unless 
with the written sanction of the Superintendent; 

(17) allow; no prisoner to change or make away with any 

article entrusted to him; 

(18) see that every prisoner has his kit complete in accord- 

ance w'lth jail rules; 

(19) see that every prisoner is clean in his person and that he 

keeps his kii scrupulously clean; 

(20) see that every prisoner accustomed to European mode 

of living, wasnes his face,^ neck and hands with soap 
at least once a day and his whole body at least once 
a week; 

(21) see that every cell is clean and tidy and that all clothes 

not in use are neatly folded; 

(22) allow no prisoner to change his cell or ward without the 

sanction of the Jailer; 



(28) wilder no cireumstaiices whatever allow two prisoners to 
be in one cell together; 

(24) see that all cells in the yards are kept locked except at 

such times as are specified in these rules or as may be 
directed by the Superintendent; 

(25) send no prisoner, other than a convict oflicer, on any 

errand ; 

(26) always pmperly dressed in uiiitorm when on duty; 

(27) rei>ort every breach of jail rules to the Chief Kuropenn 

tVarder or to the Jailec; any omission muter this rule 
renders the warder responsible, liable to punishment. 


Section XI.— The Deputy Jailer. 

272. There shall be at least two Deputy Jailers for eveiy 
Central Jail and one f<ir each District Jail. Appointinents to this 
grade w'ill ordinarily be made by direct rei‘ruitinent. 

273. 1’lie Deputy Jailer is the Jailer's immediate sulMmliiiate 
and assistant, wliuse duty is to take bis place whenever he is 
absent, and to undertake wdiatever portions of the Jailer's duties are 
assigned to him by proper authority. 

274. It shall be clearly uiulersUmd that a fair share of the 
duties inipose<l by these rules on the Jailer shall be assigned to 
the Deputy Jailer, who sliall perform the duties allotted to him 
under the general supervision of the Jailer as required by rule 
273. The work he is to do must be clearly prescribed by the 
Superintendent in his minute Iniok, and should from time to time 
be changed so that he may mulergo a thorough training for the 
appointment of Jailer of a district jail. Among the duties which 
may ordinarily allottcMl to the Deputy Jailer the follow*ing may 
be specified : — 

(1) The superintendence of the admission and search of newly 

received prisoners ; 

(2) The custody of prisoners' private prufierty (except cash 

and ornaments). See Rules 250, 543 ana 644 ; 

(3) The custmly of the clothing store, the issue of jail cloth- 

ing, bedding, etc., and the maintenance of the clothing 

registers ; 

(4) The examination, weighnient and storing of all grain 

and other rations stored, and the care of the grain and 

ration godowns; 

(5) The rapervision of the proper busking and cleaning of 

grain and vegetables; 

(6) The weighment and issue to tibe cooks of rations, the 

examination of cooked food and its distribution; 
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(7) The maiflAenance of cash books, ratioii aeooaats and itote 
registen in prescribed forms; 

<8) The supervision and drilling of the warder guard; . 

(9) The keeping of the warder's circle list, service registers, 
and service books; 

(10) The weekly search throughout the jail for prohibited 
articles. 

27S« Whenever the Deputy Jailer officiates for the Jailer 
during the tempora^^ absence of the latter, he shall possess all the 
powers and responsibility of that officer. 

278. In addition to the duties specified in rule 274, the 
Superintendent may, by an order to be recorded in the Minute 
Book, allot to the Deputy Jailer any specified portions of the 
Jailer’s duties other than those referred to in rules 242, 247, 248, 
251 and 2fi2. 

The Deputy Jailer shall share the Jailer’s responsibility for 
the carr\’ing out of rules and for the maintenance of discipline. 
He shall not be absent from his quarters at night without the 
perniiNsion of the Jailer.

(Assistant Jailers, Head Clerks and Jail Clerks.) 

JVolf. — AfN«isf<iint Jailoni shall bo omployrrl mainly on clericol chitios, but 
those who are ronsidorod liludy to be suitable for promoticm t<j the rank of Deputy 
Jailor shall b<^ given by the SuperinUmdent. from time to time, pueh duties to perform 
as will give them a thorough knowledge of tike working of the jail. Assistant Jailors 
may be required by the Buperintendent, when neiMniBity arifes, to perform all or 
any of the duties of Deputy Jailors. All delegation of non-cleriral duties to Assistant 
Jailors shall be miM^lo by written order of the Superintendent. Assistant Jailors 
shall be required to attend the drill parade at least once a week. 

277. Cundidafes for employment in the clerical ser\^ice of the 
Jail Department shall 1 |b appointed by the Inspector-General of 
Prisons. A candidate so appointed must possess the following 
qualifications: — 

(1) He must be certified by a Commissioned Medical Officer, 
Civil Surgeon or Presidency Surgeon to be in good health and 
physically fit for Government service. 

(2) He must, be not more than 25 years of age. 

(3) He must have passed the Matriculation Examination of 
the Calcutta University or of the Board of Secondary and Inter- 
mediate Education at l)acc4i. 

.Vofr. — No candidate shall be enlieted until he baa aigned the deolamtion form 
(Bengal Jail form No. S9). 

278. There shall be such number of jail decks appointed i6 
each jail as Government may from time to time £reot The 
transfer of a jail clerk to the executive eervioe will be made only 
in exceptional circumstances and will reqtriho the {mevioutf sanctim 
of Government. 
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aiBm laj^ jails the duties to be assigned to the saveFal 

jail clerln Ipcduding clerks of the Manufactory Dsnartmaai shall 
be determiii!^ by the Superintendent written ormr which d»ll 
be submitt^ for approval to tiie Inspector^leneral. The Superin- 
tendent. wiM be gilded by the following rules : ---Ordittarily the 
senior jail clerk will be placed in charge of the manufactory 
stores, and be known as Store-keeper, the head clerk will hold 
charge of the accounts, returns and general correspondence, while 
the others will be assigned as assistants to the Deputy Jailer, 
Store-keeper and head clerk and be named as Admission clerk, 
B^ease clerk.

Department. They may be recruited up to a limit of 121 per cent 
of the total strength without prior reference to the Iiispecior- 
General of Prisons, Bengab, subject to the following conditions: — 

(a) they must belong to Class B of the reserve, or if not, they 
must be transferred to Class B on ap|M)intinent to the 
warder establishment ; 

(h) tlu»y must be fully tiuiiied in drill and fire a musketry 
course each year; and 

(c) they must be releasefl from their employ ineiit imme- 
(iiately mobilization is ordered to enable them to 
rejoin the colours. 

While starving in the Jail Department they are exempted from 
undergoing military training. 

Pensioneil or discharged Indian s<»ldiers may also he enlisted 
when suitable candidates are available. The age-limit for the 
enlistment of c.r-soldiers (including reservists) in the W'arder 
efitablishmeiit of the Jail Department may he extended to Jlo years. 

290. In every Circle Jail there shall l>e a Training Reserve 
of warders. After re«*ruitiiient, tempoiary warders already in the 
Circle, wdio Jire really efficient being given preference, every 
warder shall he put through a proper course of training at the 
Cautral Jail. Vacaneies oc<'uring in the permanent warder 
establishment of the (Tircle shall be filled up ny warders of the 
Training Reserve in order of merit and outsiders icv ruited to 
replace the warders of the Training Reserve. 

Immediately on the enlissinient of a warder, the Superin- gate tii. 
tendent of the Circle Jail shall forward for verification his Verifica- 
tion roll in Bengal Jail Form No. 95 to the Bu]>erin1endeDt of w^m 

Police of the district to which such warder belongs; oh the return Na^lS. 
of this roll from the Police the Jailer shall paste it (at page 7) 
iu the Warder's ^'Service Becord’* — Bengal Jail Form No. 96. In teany fom 
the event of the report of the Superintendent of Police being NeTilllw 
unsatisfactory, the warder shall be at once discharged.

control of the Jailer, entrusted with the supervision of all 
details of the internal administiation of the jail. He is not, 
except in fourth class district jails, concerned with the adminis- 
tration of the warder guard or its discipline except in matters 
affecting the internal economy of the jail. He is responsible for < 
the due observance of all the rules of this Obde by all subordinate 
officers and prisoneia, and it is I^s duty to brinw to the notice ot 
tk0 Jailer or Superintendent any of any rule by any 

person. 
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S1S> Itt addition to the duties elsewhere prescribed in this 
Code, it shall be the duty of every Head Warder to — 

(а) Bupmntend the warden subordinate to him in the 

dttcharge of their duties; 

(б) be resTOnsible for the appearance and discipline of his 

warders. Any warder found to be improperly dressed 
whilst on duty shall be reported by the Head Warder; 

(c) exact strict compliance on the part of both warden and 

prisoners with all the rules of the department, and 
report every breach of them that comes within his 
knowledge to the Superintendent or Jailer. Should it 
be proved that any Iiead<*Warder has wilfully neglected 
to report a breach of discipline of which he is cognisant, 
he shall be liable to severe punishment; 

(d) espe<*ially comply with Kules 191« 192 and 4()3; 

(c) assist the Jailer in all routine duties; 

(J) open, in the pi’esence of the Jailer, the sleepinlg wards, 
cecils, and other compartments each morning and count 
the prisoners ; 

(g) distribute the prisoner.^ wdio are liable to labour each 
morning to their respective work gangs; 

{h) cause the iimiie anti prison numbers of every prisoner 
placed in charge of any warder to be entered in the 
proper gang-book ; 

(t) issue all necessary tools, implements, raw materials and 
other articles requirecl for the day’s work and to make 
a record for all articlc»s so issued ; 

(j) collect all such articles together with the produce (if any) 
of the prisoners’ labour after the f>eriod prescribed tor 
work is over, each evening; 

{/e) satisfy himself that all articles issued have lieeii duly 
returned to him and accounted for; 

(/) measure or check the task (if any) performed by each 
prisoner and note the same in the prescribed task 
record ; 

superintend the use of the latrines and all bathing and 
feeding parades; 

• (n) check the prisoners at each change of guard ; 

(o) see that no dirt or litter is allowed to be about the jail. 

and that the drains are kept clean ; 

(p) see that the wards are cleaned and ventilated during the 

day time, and that the bedding is properly folded and 
arranged in them ; 

(g) cause all gratings, doors and the like to be secured and 
satisfy himself from time to time that they are secure; 

<r) cause all bamboos, scantlings, poles, ladders, ropes, well 
gear and other articles likely to be used for, or to facili* 
tate the escape of any prisoner, to be removed and 
placed beyond the reacn of the prisoners in the places 
prescribed for storing and keeping the same; 
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(f) keep constantly moving about while on day duty ainoiigst 
the prisoners, surperrising the work and^ discipline of 
the jail, and keeping warders and convict officers on 
the alert; and 

(t) to count, in the presence of the Jailer, search and lock up 
the prisoners in their respective wards, cells and other 
compartments at the prescribed time each evening. 

819r (1) The Head Warder of the relieving guard shall, at 
least ten minutes before the hour fixed for relieving the guard on 
duty, collect the warders of the relievin'g guard at the main gate 
of the jail. At the proper time he shall march the relieving 
guard of warders to their respective posts and remove the guard 
to be relieved « 

(2) When relieving the warders of gangs working outside the 
jail walls the Head Warder of the relieving guard shall, before 
removing the warders then in charge and ahout to be relieved, 
muster the prisoners and satisfy himself that the gai^g is complete 
and is made up ip the manner recorded in the gang-book. (Bengal 
Form No. 6099). 

320> Warders whether going on or off duty shall be marched 
in double file. Each warder shall be posted in the presence of 
both the relieving and relieved Head Warders, the relieving 
warder being taken from the front and the relieved warder falling 
in at the rear of the squad. When the relief is complete the 
relieved Head Warder snail march the relieved warders outside 
the jail and tlien dismiss them. 

321r The Head Warder on duty shall likewise see that the 
day gate sentries and gate-keepers are clianged according to 
instructions. At central jails the gate sentry shall be changed by 
the Head Warder in charge <»r the senior warder of the reserve. 

322i (1) Every Head Warder shall ordinarily be on duty for 
halt file day and for one watch at night, and also at the opening 
of wards, cells, and other compartments in the morning and the 
locking tip of prisoners at night. 

(2) The periods of duty shall be so arranged that a Head 
Warder shall he present at. every relief of warders from duty of 
any kind throughout the day and night. 

323, At each change of watch the relieved and relieving Head 
Warder or gate-keeper on duty shall, without entering the female 
ward enclosure, ascertain by calling out to the convict watchwoman 
w^hether all the female prisoners are in safe custody. 

324« (1) The keys of the jail shall, when not in use or in the* 
personal custody of any officer of the jail, he kept in the key box 
at the main gate and the key of such receptacle shall by day be 
refaintMi by the senior Head Warder on duty an<l by night by the 
patrolling officer for the time being on duty." 

(2) Any keys which any officer may have to carr>* ahout his 
person while on duty shall he attached to his person by means of 
a stout chain. 

(3) Duplicate keys of all locks of wards, cells, gates, etc., shall 
be properly labelled and kept^ in a separate almirah in the custody 
of the Jailer (D^uty Superintendent in Bankura Borstal School 
and Sub-jails). Duplicate keys of safes shall be kept in the local 
treasury. For duplicate keys of store godowns and of Armoury 
.M-e Rules 264, 344 and 371. 
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Is ike event of an escape taking placci the Head Wardera Mil 4fTt 
shall be held primarily responsible unless they can satisfactorily ^ 
prove that the escape was due to no laxity of duty on their part; 
see ftulea 19*1 and 200. 

Cate-keepen. 

Two senior warders shall perform the duties of gate- B-iLFerai 
keeper, but when the senior warders are acting for absent Head 
Warders or are themselves absent, and at fourth class district jails, 
the most efficient warders may be posted to this duty. Superin- 
tendents of central jails shall exercist^ great care in selecting the llaletia» 
best men for this responsible duty. - 

327« The gate-keejier of the first watch shall come on duty at 
the opening of the jail, and each giite-kee}>er shall remain between 
the gates until duly relieved. For these officers the duv iiiny be Rvli III* 
divided into either two or four watches, as deemed expedient. At 
each change of gate-keeper an entry of the hour of change shall 
be made in the gate-keepers registers (referred to in the following 
rules) by both the relieved and the relieving officers. 

328« The gate-keeper shall keep two gate registers (Nos. 24 

and 25); in one he shall record the iiaines of all jail offic*ers, JoiQ. ***** 

prisoners and other persons who pass out of or into the jail, and 

in the other he shall make notes of all goods, tools, or stores passed 
either into the jail or out of it through the gate. He shall record 
the hour and minute of the entrance and exit of every person and 
thing. He shall to the best of his ability prevent the improper 
removal of any property from within the jail or the introduction 
into it of any prohibited articles. 

He shall also ussisi in effecting petty sales at the gate, 

recording, in regard to each item, the article sold, quantity, rate, 
value received, and name and residence of j>urchaser. At the end 
of his turn of duty he shall enter in writing the total of sums of 
money received by him and shall sign his name thereto, <»r if 
nothing has been received shall make an entry to that effect; the 
relieving gate-keeper shall receive and verify the ammiiit, also 
sign the entry. The Jailer on re<*eiving from the gate warder 
cash for articles .sold at the ga»e shall enter in red ink at the end 
of the gate-keeper’s entries, the amount received, with initials 
and date. In central jails and in large district jails a convict able 
to read the vernacular and to write in it, and selected under 
Kule for the appointment f)f convict writers, may lie employed 
to assist the giite-keepers tfj keep these books with the Inspector- 
General’s sancHon. 

S29« He shall also help the Jailer or officer deputed to rei^eive 
new prisoners. He shall he responsible for the cleanliness of the 
main gates and the passage between them, and all fetters and 
other articles placed there under his charge, and may employ 
prisoners awaiting release in keeping everything perfectly clean. 

All prisoners employed in the offices or about the main gate shall 
be placed under nis special charge. 

SSIIi The main entrance of every central and district jail 
shall have a double gate with a space between the gates; in each 

S te there shall be a wdekei; all should have secure fastenings 
st can be easily closed and made fast from between the gates. 
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The inner sate should be a batten door provided with eye-holes 
in it to enable the gate-keeper to observe any person who wishes 
to leave the jail, ara to see that there is no farge gathering of 
prisoners inside preparing for a rush to force open the gate. The 
outer gate will he an iron barred gate. All ingn^ and egress 
for ordinary purposes shall take place through the wicket doors, 

331* The gate-keeper shall open only one g%,te at a time, and 
shall never under any circumstances have both gates open at once. 
Whether the person who has to pass throujgh the gatM is a high 
official or a prisoner, the first eate through which he passes shall 
invariably be both carefully bolted and securely locked before the 
second gate is opened. Neglect of this rule shall render the 
offending gate-keeper liable for the first offence to a fine of half 
a month’s pay, and for the second offence to dismissal. The 
Jailer shall also be held responsible for seeing that this rule is 
strictly observed. 

332« The main gate keys shall be kept in a bunch with eight 
others somewhat similar to, though not exactly resembling them, 
and shall be attached by a stout chain to the waist of the gate- 
keeper. This will add materially to the security of the jail by 
making it difficult for prisoners to obtain the keys and to ascertain 
which of them will fit the locks of the gate. 

333* The gate-keeper shall not allow the keys of the inner 
and outer main gates to pass out of his personal custody until 
the lock-up is completed in the evening. After completion of the 
lock-up a second padlock shall be put upon the wicket of the inner 
gate. The gate-keeper shall then in the presence of the Jailer 
make over the key of the large folding doors of the inner gate 
to the senior Head Warder, who shall lock it up with other keys 
not required for the night in the gate key-box. The gate-keeper* 
shall (also in the Jailer’s presence) make over one of the keys of 
the inner wicket to the Head Warder who is to patrol inside the 
jail, and the other key of the inner wicket, together with the keys 
of the outer gate, to the night gate-sentry. 

334. In the passage l)etween the main gates should be kept 
the following articles: — 

The jail clock. 

A locJced key box fixed to the wall. 

Fetters and handcuffs hung on the wall ready for use. 

A standing deck for the Gate Register (No. 46) and w'riting 
materials. 

A reprint of Chapter IV for the use of visitors. (B. J. Form 
No. 115). 

335* When prisoners have to be passed out of or into the 
jail the following procedure shall invariably be followed : — 

The rate-keeper shall first let them through the inner gate, and 
having done so he shall lock it; he shall then write in full in 
the ^ate register the name of every prisoner of a gang leaving 
the jail the name of the paid wa^er who is in charge, and the 
name of the convict overseer who is assisting him. These entries 
having been carefully made, he shall open the outer gate and 
count the prisoners out one by one in order to see that there is 
no mistake in the total number entered in his register. The lift 
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of tho gang iLaying once been made in the gate register need not 
be re-written on each occasion of the passive of those prisoners 
through the main gate, but eTory change in the gug must be 
noted** .On &e prisoners of the gang returning he shall open the 
outer gate, the inner one being carefully locked first, and admit 
them to the passage between the gates. He shall then lock the 
outer gate, and call out the name of each prisoner, the convict 
overseer, and the paid warder, each man answering as his name 
is called out. The gang having been found correct, he shall open 
the inner gate and count each man into the jail one bv one, to 
see that there is no mistake in the total number. Under no 
circumstances whatever shall this procedure be departed from, and 
no prisoner shall be allowed to leave the jail unless he is in charge 
of a paid ofiicial. 

Prisoners who are allowed to go outside the jail gate 
shall be specially selecte^l by the Jailer with the sanction of the 
Superintendent. Should it come to the knowledge of the gate- 
keeper that any prisoners are being taken out of the. jail contrary 
to rule, he shall make a note of the fact in his book, report it to 
the Jailer at once/aiid subsemieiitly to the Superintendent on the 
first oppoi^Junity. He should see that every prisoner, not a 
convict officer, passing out, except on transfer or for production 
in Court, has on an ankle ring, and stop any who has not one. 

337* He shall he furnished with a list of all officials and 
visitors who are entitled to enter the jail. On their presenting 
themselves at the gate he shall at once admit them, hut shall not 
admit outsiders without a pass from the Superintendent. 

338. He is authorised to search all persons passing into or 
out of the jail, except those whose names are included in the list 
of official and appointed visitors wMth which he is furnished, o** 
such persons as may be exempted by the special order of the 
Superintendent. All official and appointed visitors, casual 
visitors admitted by special order of the S^erintendent, and the 
higher officers of' the jail, including Head Warders, shall 
ordinarily be exempt from being searched. Should he have reason 
to suspect that any person exempted from search is introducing 
or removing articles which ought not to be taken into or out cif 
the jail, he may detain the per^m between the gates and must 
give fmmediate" notice to the Jailer who will himself search the 
penmn, but this search shall not be made in the presence of any 

C rifloner or of another visitor. A copy of these orders shall be 
^ ung up in the passage between the main gates for general 
information. He shall search all prisoners who nass through tha 
gates. When the number of prisoners passing tnrough the gates 
is^ large, the Jailer may specially depute other warders to assist 
him at times when prisoners are going to or coming back from 
extra-mural work. If on searching an officer or outsider any 
article is found which ought not to lie taken into or out of the 

i 'ail he shall send immediate notice to the Jailer, if on a prisoner 
ie shall report it at the first opportunity. 

No dog shall be allowed within the inner gate of ft jAil. 

This prohibition is absolute, and applies to the dogs of official 
and non-offieial visitors, as well as those of jail officti^. 
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SMk The reserve guard shall^ except at fourth class district 
jails^ furnish one sentry at the main gate both by da 3 ahd by 
night ; the turn of dutv may be 2 or 3 hours according to the 
number of men available. The day sentry at the main gate shall 
be posted immediately outside the iron-barred gate, and shall 
carry his rifle with bayonet fixed. 

841 . The night sentry at the main gate shall be posted between 
the gates as a precaution against surprise either from within or 
without, and he shSll Iceep the key of the second lock on the inner 

g iie wicket as well as tnose of the outer gate in his j^session. 

e shall not permit any person to enter or leave the jau until he 
has satisfied himself by examination with his lantern that the 
person is an official duly authorised to visit or leave the jail at 
night, and he shall not permit any warder to enter or leave the 
jau except in company with the jSead Warder on duty.

(i) to see that their prisoners industriously |H'rform their 
tasks, do not leave theic proner fdaces or coiniimnicate 
with each other in an irregular nuinner, and that they 
keep in file when mo\ing from pla(‘e to plat'e; 

(J) to re|K>rt every prisoner who uses the latrine (except for 
the purpose of urinating) out of regular hours; and to 
i-eport all cases of diarrhoea and other sickness, espe- 
cially during the pi‘e\nleiice of epidemics; 

(t) to see that every prisoner properly folds up and arranges Rais III. 
his lierMing in the iiioiniiig In^fore the w'ards are 
f>iwiied ; 

(1) to see that their piis<ifieis wash themselves and their 
clothes and keep their leg-inms clean and bright, and 
that they do not haiter« alter, or damage their elothing; 

(ni) to assist in (pielling any outbreak, and to defend any Rule IN# 
jail official in tase of assault; 

(rt) to take <’harge, if necessary, of the utider-lriHl ward, or 
of a gang or part of a gJing of juisoners inside the 
jail. 

400b (N>nvitt <.veiseers w ill he supplied with n s|hm ial uniform Rales 1114^ llti* 
consisting of one cotton cfial, one woollen coat, one kurta, one 
pair of trousers, one jungeah, oiu» cap, one gtimcha, u pair of 
BhcH*s and a leather belt with a brass badge. The eoiion clothing 
and shiM^s, with an extra coat, gumcha, a cap, and pair of trousers, 
if necessaIy^ should last a year, and the woollen coat thiee years. 

'The. badges shall fie engraved with the words “(’onvi<l Overseer'* 
and be serially numbered from I upwards, and shall he w'orn by 
• ovei*seers in their order of merit, the badge liearing the No. 1 
being given to the most deserving man. They shall not carry any 
cane or wea|K»ii. When required to do duty in any position 
exposing them to sun or rain, they shall be provided with an 
umbrella. 


401* The privileges of overseers, liesides their freedom from 
hard labour, consists in the power of earning remission of sen- 
tence as laid down in Rule 757: exemption from having their Rale Mi. 
hair and^ beards closely clipped ; exemption from wearing alu- 
minium identification tickets or ankle rings; the possibility of 
promotion to convict wardership if qualified; wearing distinctive 
clothing, and having shoes; and the concession allowed by 
Sitle 004 in regard to letters and interviews.

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402i Minor offeneeo or ne^li^ence oommitted by OTormrs mv 
be punished by loss of remission, reduction of standing witn 
change of number of badge, fetters, ranny clothing, temporarv 
degradation, with penal labour or connnement in cmls, or penal 
diet. For serious offences an overseer may be degraded to the 
rank of a convict watchman or of an ordinary prisoner. If fetters 
are imposed, the overseer so punished should be temporarily de- 
graded for the period the punishment is awarded. In the event 
of any very serious misconduct necessitating whipping they will 
be formally deprived of their position as overseers and of their 
uniform before the stripes are inflicted. 


Convict Night Guards. 

403. The einployiiioiit of convict overseers as ni^ht guards 
may be allowed in any jail with the special sanction of the 
Inspector-deneral, wliere, owing to . the arrangement of the build- 
ings or the number of wards to he guard e<l, the number of 
paid and convict warders is insuflicient for the secure guarding of 
the jail. 

404. A (MUivicl overseer may be appointed night guard by the 
Inspector-! teiieral provided — 

(a) that he has served as a convict overseer for three months; 

(h) that he does not belong to any class that may have a 
strong natural tendency to escape, such as ^nthals. 
Burmese, men of aboriginal or wanderinf^ tribes, ana 
those whose homes are beyond a neighbouring frontier; 

(c) that his antecedents have been verified in the manner 
presi^ribed for convict warders in Rule 408. 

405. Rolls ( in B. J. Form No. 9) of convi(‘t overseers selected 
for employment as Night Guards shall he submitted for the pre- 
vious sanction of the Inspector-General. 

406. The duties of Night Guards shall be to assist the paid 
and convict wnirders at night in patrolling round the wards in 
which prisoners are located, as laid down in Chapter VII. In 
the day time they shall perform the ordinary duties of convict 
overseers. 

407. The^” shall have the same uniform as convict overseers, 
with the addition of a blanket greatcoat for night work, and shall 
have the same privileges except that they may \\fi granted seven 
days’ remission per month instead of six! 


Convict Warders. 

408, Eveiy' convict overseer sentenced for four years and up- 
wards properly selected under the rules, who has served a yeitf 
in that post, shall be eligible for a convict wardership. As it is 
extremely dangerous to appoint as a convict warder a prisoner 
who has no fixed abode, or whose antecedents cannot be enquired 
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i&to^ it it necessarv before his aopoiiitment to aacertaiii from 

the priBontr. particulars as to his jnace of abode and of his rala* 

tiTes and friends living there ; these details should be verified by 

mu^uiry through the Superintendent of Police of the district in 

which the place of abmle is situated. The selection, which shall 

in all cases be by merit, and not by seniority, shall be made pe^ 

tonally by the Superintendent. In suhuiitiing the selected candi* 

date’s roll for the sanction of the Inspector^Qeneral, the Superin- •• d. Nrsi i» 

tendent shall give his reasons in detail for the selection that has ttewpysna 

been made. •li.iili.) 


40B> Convict overseers, not fully eligible under these rules, 
may be proniotiHl by the Inspector-General on special application 
of the Superintendent; but in the case of these s|>ecial promotions, 
these acting convict warders shall not lie given the privilege of 
cooking their food outside (Rule 415), and the four annas gratuity 
shall not be expended by them, but shall lie credited to them 
for payment on their release and noted on their warrants along 
with their private property, till such time as they liecome fully 
eligible for convict wardership according to rule. 

410« The strength <if the convict warder guard for the whole dell Olftalar Hi* 
Presidency should not exceed the pniportioii of one per cent, of M el IMI. 
the jail popiilation. The number to lie nitached t<i each central 
and district jail shall l>e fixed by the Inspertor-Oeneral. 

411. Convict warders shall be employed vritbin the jail w*alls 
under the same rules and on the same duties by night ns well as 
by day as paid warders of the jail except that they shall not la* 
entrusted with the keys of ba-ks in use at the main gates, calls, 
sleeping barracks, hosjiital or other plai’es where prisoners are con- 
fined for punishment or security. They shall not be employed 
outside the jail walls in independent (dinrge of prisoners. At the 
opening and locking up of the jail the whole convict warder guard 
shajl be iiiustered in the main enclosure, and no convict warder 
shall be allowed outside the main gate aher lock-up.

They shall on no consideration be allowed to go bcyfiiul the 
precjiits of the jail, wdiich should be carefully defined and pointed 
out to them by the Superintendent, and must not be allowed to 
mix 'with the paid wanfers in their barracks and cookrooms. 

(/Onvict warders, if their duties have been performed to 
the entire satisfaction of the SiifH^rintendent, shall be allowed a

414 They shall wear a uniform which shall consist of a white 
cotton coat in summer and a woollen coat in winter of a sMcial 

C ttem with white cotton trousers, a blue puggree, and a Drown 
tther belt with a brass badge marked '^Uonvict Warder/' blue 
putties and shoes. Two suits of new white uniform with one 
puggree shall be supplied snnually to each convict warder. A 
greatcoat shall be supplied for each convict warder once in three 
years. When on patrol duty at night or when posted in lonely 
places where assistance could not readily be obtained, they shall 
carry the ordinary warder’s baton. 

415 * Tiiey sliul] receive their daily rations from the jail store 
according to the scale, laid down for faliouring convicts, and will 
bs allowed, if possible, to cook th^ir own food outside the jail 
during the day when they are off duty quite apart from the other 
prisoners, and shall sleep in a place allotted for them within the 
lail walls. Convict waraers who are sick or in failing health will 
be allowed such extras and hospital diet as the Medical Officer 
may consider necessary. 

410 « As far as possible these rules shall apply to female con- 
vict warders, but tney shall not be allowed to go outside the 
female enclosure; they may cook their food in the female enclo- 
sure and sha;ll have special clothes instead of those of the jail 
pattern. They must be locked in the female ward at night and 
there perform the duties of night-watch with other female convict 
officers. Female convict warders cannot be allowed to smoke or 
have tobacco, but may have sweetmeats or extra food, provided 
they are consumed in presence of the matron and not given to 
any other prisoner, and may have oil for the hair or for inunction. 



OHAPTEII VII.— QUARDINe. 


417 » Tiift main principle to be ob^rved in guardinpr a jail ie 
tbai evei^ prisoner snail, at all times, both by day and night, be in 
charge of some responsible officer a^hose it^ponsilylity for an escaM 
aesulung from negligence can be proved in a Criminal CSourt. To 
iSect this, it shall be a strict rule that a record of the names of 
the prisoners made over to each officet shall be kept in a gang- 
book, and that every subsequent change of a prisouec from one 
gang to another shall be /^^orded therein; also that at every 
change of guard a Head Warder shall lie present to witness and 
verify the nunilier of prisoners made over to the relieving officer.

441. E ucli gang shall be c'ounted in the presence of the warder 
or convict officer receiving charge of it. whose name shall then 
be re<*orile<l in the gang-book.

Arrangements shall 
be made to temporarily relieve the watchmen who guard the walls 
to allow of their having their meals at proper intervals, and for 
bathing, etc. 

448» In the evening when the bell is sounded to stop work,

Extra warders 
shall not roquiretl to do_ ni^ht duty exi‘.ept in cose of eiu*»r>fencv, 
such oTCTOrowding, sickness, epidemics, escape or outbreak 
Selected warders of the (wmianent establishment should be put to 
guard tbe outside pings in two shifts as prescribed above and the 
extra men should be put to other less important work.

450« The strength and disjxisition of the night guards vary 
with the size and construction of the jail, and writh the number and 
class of prisoners confined. Instructions detailing for each jail all 
necessary particulars in this connection shall, from time to time, 
be prescribed by the Inspector-General. One copy of these instruc- 
tions, ill English shall hang in the office for the guidance of the 
upper suliprdinate establishment and another in the Vernacular 
in the resen^e guard for the guidance of the lower subordinate 
establishment. No deviation from the scheme so prescribed shall 
be permitted, except with the sanction of the Ituspeclor-General. 

481i When any of the paid warders are on leave the convict* 
w’arders shall take their places, but they shall be distributed over 
all the w’utcbes, and shall not at all be on duty during one watch, 
W'hen, as in central jails, there are more wards to be guarded than 
there are w’urders, the spare convict warders and night-guards shall 
be employed in guarding those buildings for which theie are no 
paid warders available, but they must be so distributed that every 
convict night-guard .shall In* urder the eye of a paid warder, who 
shall be held responsible for seeing that he patrols properly. Con- 
vict officers shall not l»e employed to guard prisoners condemned to 
death, or prisoners in huts outside the jail w'alls, except in health 
camps.

452t The wall guard gang of watchmen shall invariably be 
locked up iu one ward and not scattered over several. Convict 
warders and night-guards when not on <luty at uight should be 
locked up together in a separate w^ard from other prisonei^s. These 
shall be let out and locked up before and after their turn of duty 
by both the relieving Head Warder and the Head Warder to 
relieved, except in fourth cla^ district jails, where the night patrol- 
ling Head W arder must do it alone. 

453t There shall be a special system of watch by ccmvict watch* 
men iu each ward, the changes of watch- to correspond with the 
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change of the warder watch. In cases where the wards require ftalii IN. 

exceptiondi precautions, or are of unusual length, there shall be 

two or more watchmen on duty at one time. These convict officers 

whilst on watch shall keep moving inside the wards, and shall 

prevent any prisoner leaving his^ place or committing any breach 

of prison mscipline, and also satisfy themselves, by counting, that 

all the prisoners in their charge are safe. On change of watch 

both the relieving and relieved convict offit*er shall report to the 

patrol or other duly authorised official the nuniher t»f prisoners 

made over, and the name of any prisoner who has used the night 

latrine or who has lieen removed to hospital. In case of any gait Ml* 

important occurrence the convict officer on watch shall give inline* 

diate notice to the patrol, who shall summon the Head Wanlei* in 

order that he may make inquiry into the matter and take such 

action as he considers necessary. 

454« Where jails are not lighted by electricity a lamp should Q. 0. 
be provided for every 25 feet of length of ward and the ceiling 
or roof should l\e white-washed. One or more kerosine hurricane 
lamps or other lights suspended from an iron rod, eight nr nine 
feet from the ground, shall ho kept burning in every sleeping 
ward. The quantity of oil nllowen for each lamp will he trnm 
one and a half chittaks to two chittaks. The lamps shall Vie placed 
in position by means of a hook attached to the end of a Iminboo. 

Tins bamboo rod shall be kept outside the ward in the charge of 
the warder guard, and shall only 1 h^ passed in to the lonvict watch- 
man inside when the lamp recpiires to taken down to he triinnied 
or re-ligiited. The lamp shall Im» handed to the warder to do 
this. All warders shall be instructed in the proper nianagenicni 
of the lamps in use. The use of naked lights with ordinary oil 
is prohibited, 

455. It is the duty of the patrolling oflb*ers and of both the 
warders and convict watclunen to see that all tlie night lamps 
are kept burning brightly. Any prisoner wishing to visit tlie 
night latrine must obtain the permission of the convict watchman, 
who will next morning report any prisoner who uses the latrine 
for defecation. In case of ajiparently serious sickness the matter 
shall be at once reported to tne warder patrol and to the Head 
Warder on duty. 


456« Should it be necessary to open a ward at night, prcviims 
to unlocking the gate or door, a chain should be so attached to the 
•doors, or to the door and door-post, us to prevent the admission 
and exit of more than one person at a time; this procedure will

4M In central jails where there is a central tower, five selected 
convict overseers may be posted therein, each to take a watch in 
turn, to obser%*e all the patrolling wardei-s and night-guards* They 
are of use as a means of communication between &e watch and 
the patrolling Head Warder, who may be in some distant part of 
the jail, also to sound an alarm to bring in the rest of the warder 
force in case prisoners break out at night. A code of signals 
can be arranged Hy striking a gong in the tower, by which the 
Head Warder can be called to attend to whatever is required. 
When any of the watch is seen not to be properly patrolling, or 
his lantern is not seen for any length of time, the .central tower 
watchman should call the attention of the patrolling Head Warder 
to the matter* 

4S9« The Head Warder, or senior grade warder on patrol 
duty at night, shall move al>out inside the jail visiting the patrol- 
ling wanlers, convi(;t night-guards, and convict watchmen nuring 
the whole iiiiie of his watch. He shall keen the lock-up rejMirt 
hook with him, and boUi on taking over ana giving over charge 
shall see that the wards and cells are secure, and that the correct 
number of prisoners is reported to l>e in custody in each ward. It 
follows, therefore, that when changing guard at night lioth the 
relieving Head W^arder and the one to be relieved (or senior grade 
warder, as the case may he) shall verify the numhers, see to the 
security of the wards and change the guards in coinjmny. He shall 
keep tlie key of the w’ards and of one of the locks of the inner 
?na}n gate wicket attached to his person by a chain. In case of 
serious sickness he shall give notice at once to the medical subordi- 
nate and if ordered by him to do so, shall remove the sick prisoner to 
hospital. Should any irregularity either on the part of warders 
or prisoners occur, he shall at oiuV enter the circumstances in the 
lock-up report Iwok for I’eport to the Superintendent or Jailer next 
morning. Immediate notice to the Jailer shall be given of any 
occurrence requiring pnuiipt action on the part of a higher autho- 
rity, such as attempt at escape, riot, fire, or serious sickness. A 
(juurter of an hour liefore the expiry of his term of watch he ishall 
go to the guard-house and awasen the Head Warder who is to^ 
relieve him, and having (l^me so shall at once return to his duty* 
inside the jail. He shall see that the main gate sentry is standing 
at his post between the gates, that he is on the alert, and that 
both gates are kept closed. Punctually at the hour for change 
of w'atyh the Head Warder who is to take the next watch shdl 
bring in the relieving wuirders. The Head Warders on duty shall 
frequentlv search the warders between the gates on entering and 
leaving the jail. (With regard to the keys of the cells, see Buie 
In central jails tlm Sujierinteudent may arrange that the

(1) Any officer of the prison may use a sword, bayonet, fire- 
arm or any other weapon against any prisoner escaping or attempt- 
ing to escape : provided that resoH shall not be had to the use of 
anv such weapon unless such officer has reasonable giound to 
believe that he cannot otherwise prevent the escape. 


E. 0. Ee. 3ti7P» (2) Any officer of the prison may use a sword, bayonet, fire- 
*jjliis4tlw IJtfc arm or any other weapon on any prisoner or other person engaged 
isptsiiwsr mi. jjj combined out-break or in any attempt to force or break 
open the outer gate or enclosure wall of the prison from within 
or without and may continue to use such weapon so long as such 
combined outbreak or attempt is being actually prosecuted. 


(3) Any officer of the prison may use a sword, bayonet fire- 
arm or any other weapon against any prisoner using violence to 
any officer of the prison or other person : provided that such 
officer has reasonable {jf^rounds to believe that the officer of the 
prison or other person is in danger of life or limb, or that other 
grievous hurt is likely to be caused to him. 


(4) Uefore using fire-arms against a prisoner under the 
authority conveyed in Rule I, the officer of the prison shall give 
a warning to the prisoner that he is alnnit to fire on him. 


(5) No officer of the prison shall, in the presence of liis sui)erior 
offic'cr, use arms of any sort against a prisoner in the case of an 
outbreak or niteinpt to escape, except under the orders ol siujh 
superior officer.

464. Ill every Jail there sliall he a pre-arranged signal to be 
known as “The Alarm,” by means of which information may be* 
conveyed to all officers of the jail and to the police of the-occur- 
Eilw 314, 1tl1« pence of an outbreak, escape, or other untoward event. This signal 
should, as a rule, be the continued ringing of one or more bells 
or gongs at the main gate building or other prominent part of 
the jail, or the lieat of a drum placed near the gate sentry, or the 
blowing of a steam whistle. If a bell or gong is used it shall 
be of a different tone to that used for conducting parades, so that 
there may be no doubt as to its meaning. When more than one 
bell or gong is provided, the ringing of the second bell or gonj| 
shall^ be started by the sentry in charge immediately on bis 
hearing the sound of the first alarm and both signals shall, if 
possible, be continued until an order to cease is given by the 
ienior officer present.

4M At the alarm the gate sentry shall load his musket with 
buckshot. If ^sted outside he shall not enter within the two 

f ates. He shall at all risk and subject to the provisions of Knit Mi* 
lule 463 defend the outer gate from l>eing forced and the gate* 
keeper or other persons from attack. 

4t7> The reserve guard sliull fall in fully armed and shall 
assist the gate sentry to defend the outer gate; two wanlers with 
loaded rifles shall be pcisted on the roof of the iiiuiu gate to observe 
the movement of the prisoners and to warn any who may be about 
the inner gate to disperse. Should they consider it necessary in 
order to save the life of any person, they shall open fire as provided 
in Rule 463. 

468« Every jail officer (not in immediate charge of prisoners), 
whether in uniform or not, shall proceed iniiiiedialelv to the 
armouiy, arm himself, fix his bayonet and fall in iit the main 
gate under the orders of the senior officer present. He shall not 
load without direct orders. In format ion shall he sent to the 
Superintendent ; two squads of men shall he despatched to the 
opposite angles of the jail enclosure outside the walls with the 
view of preventing any attempt on the part of the prisoners to 
scale the walls. A shot (fired in the air) shall he the signal that 
assistance is needed or that prisoners are breaking over the wall 
in the direction wdience the sound came. When this signal is 
heard the senior Head Warder .shall run with the rest of the guard 
to the s|Kjt indicated and shall act as circumstancTS reipiire subject 
to the provisions of Rule 463.

4v9« At Hie alarm, warders in idiarge of extraiiiural gangs 

shall collect their prisoners and shall cause them to sit down in 
file at some spot not in the inimediate viciuitv of the main gate. 

Such prisoners shall not he passed info the jail witliout the orders 
of the .senior officer present, until the disturbance has subsided. 

All nrisoners inside the jail shall, with the exception of convict 
warders and overseers, be locked into the nearest and most con* 
wenient ward, work.shop, or other building. The convict warders 
and overseers may be employe<l to guard the walls, patrol outsirje 
barracks, or in such other ways as they inav be direi^ted. The 
other convict officers who are locked in wuth tfie prisoners shall lie 
reouired to maintain order in the building in w^liich they happen 
to be confined. 

47C» After the sentries are posted and the jail staff and 
warder guards are assembled, the Superintendent or, in hi^ 
absence, the Jailer or other n)o.st senior officer present, shall witii guff ||f„ 
the whole available staff enter within the two gates. The outer 
gate shall then be locked and the inner gate, if clear, opened, 
and the ^ard passed into the jail to act as circumslanees may 
necessitate, subject alw^ays to the provisions of Rule 463. The 
•enior officer present, or the Head Warder of the reserve g^ard, 
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on amving at the scene of disturbance, shall, in a loud hone of 
voice, give noti^ to the prisoners that if they do not immediately 
submit they will be firm upon. If circumstances admit of the 
delay, this warning shall be repeated thrice, and then, if there 
appear no other means of quelling the disturbance, he may open 
lire upon the refractory prisoners out he shall be careful to stop 
it the moment they fly or submit. On the arrival of the Superin- 
tendent or other superior officer of the jail the guard shall act 
under his. orders. Warders shall not fire upon a prisoner 
attempting to escape bv stealth and who is not offering or attempt- 
ing to offer criminal force, nor shall they fire unless threatens, 
or actual violence on the part of the prisoners renders the use of 
fire-arms absolutely necessary, or unless they are called upon to 
fire in the case of general outbreak. 

471* The procedure to be followed must necessarily depend on 
the (diaracter of the occurrence. Absolute silence shall be 
preserved and the proceedings shall be carried out in au orderly 
and systematic manner. Every officer shall be instructed in his 
duties beforehand so that he snail know exactly what to do and 
where to go. When the alarm sounds, a number of handcuffs 
should be taken by the guard for securing refractory prisoners. 

472, In order to train all jail officials in the respective duties 
which they will have to perform in the case of an outbreak, an 
alarm parade sliall Vie held once a month at unexpected hours. 
In carrying out this parade the procedure detailed above shall be 
strictly followed except that warders will fire blank instead of buck- 
shot cartridge. At these parades the Jailer shall make a note of 
the time at which each jail official appears ready for duty after 
the alarm has been sounded. The date and hour at which each 
ilttltS47. parade is held shall be rejKirted by the Jailer in his report book; 

likewise the time taken by the reserve guard to come to the main 
gate, the time taken by his subordinates and other warders to 
muster and proceed to their posts, the names of any who were 
late or absent, and the time taken to complete the parade. If the 
parade was not carried out c’orrectly he shall state wdiat the defect 
was and who was in fault. 

473« Whether an alarm is real or false all the details from 
the prelimjnary signal to the conclusion of the search for the 
missing prfsoner, or the suppression of the disturbance, as thp case 
may be, should be carried out. 

474. Whei-e the police lines are sufficiently near a jail fof 
the alarm signal to lie heard there the constables stationea at the 
police lines shall take part in alarm parades, and if there is an 
outbreak they shall march to the jail to assist to quell it. The 
Sufieriuteudent shall make with the Superintendent of Police such 
arrangements as seem advisable for a concerted plan of action in 
the case of au outbreak. 


0. Nt. tSiS-R. 
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iVole. — In view of the fact Uiat the Superintendent of Police is specially 
trained in the duties connected with the quelling of disturbances, this rule should 
be interpreted to mean that in the event of an outbreak In a jail the Superiti- 
tandent of the jail sliouM ordinarily ask the Superintendent of Police to take 
charge of the operations. The Superintendent of the jail will oontiniie to remain 
in charge of the jail. The Commissioner of Police, Calcutta (or in his absence 
t^ Deputy Commissioner of Police in chai^), will exercise the fupctkma of the 
Superintendent of Police in this respect in the cases of the Presideney end the 


Superintendent of Police in this respect in the cases of the 
Alipore OenUnal Jails. 
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411. It is the duty of every jail officer to arrest any prisoner taH Ifil* 
detected in the act of escjeipinfir or attempting to escape; shonld 
each officers be a warder in charge of a gang he shall make over 
the charge of his gang to another warder or to the senior convict 
officer of his gang and shall pursue the prisoner who is escaping 
or attempting to escape. 

47i^ Immediately a prisoner is found to be missing, notice 
shall be sent to the Jailer and by him to the Superintendent. If 
the prisoner is miaeed from u gang working beyond jail precincts 
all tne gangs working in the same place shall be at once collected Keli 41I. 
by their warders and marched back to the jail gate, and if there 
are reserve warders with them oner shall proc*eed with siieed, in 
advance, to inform the Jailer. The same proee<lure shall be 
followed if the prisoner missed is one of an outside gang working 
within jail precincts, but in this case a convict overseer should be 
sent in advance to the jail gate. If the prisoner escap^ oyer 
the wall or from near the jail and may he lurking in the vicinity, 
the Jailer shall despatch as many of the warders off duty as can 
be spared to search for him, and shall ot the same time send 
notices to the nearest police thaiia, to the District Magistrate, and 
to the Superintendent of Police with full desc'riptive rolls of the 
missing prisoner sufficient for his identification, and stutiug his 
usual place of residence. If the prisoner is missed from a w^ard 
at nignt, or after all the gangs are inside the jail, the alarm should 
be at once sounded^ the w'ulls shall he guarded as in an alarm 
parade, and the Jailer shall then take in the reserve guard and 
spare warders unarmed to search for the prisoner. If it appears 
probable that the prisoner is still lurking wdthiu the jail tvnlls, 
the convict warders and night guards off duty shall also be taken gels 414. 
’ out and posted round the outer walls inside. They should be 
furnished with lighted torches aiul be ordered to give iioti<*e if 
any prisoner approaches the walls. (Torches ready for use should 
be kept in stock.) If it is found that the prisoner has scaled the 
wall and got away, notices to the Police and Magistrate should be 
sent without delay, as ordered above. If the prisoner belong to 
any district other than the one in which he was confined, a report 
in the same form shall be made to the Magistrate of the distriert 
in which the prisoner resides, and to the Magistrates of all dis- 
tricts w^hich he is likely to traverse on his way to his own district ; 
and a remirt shall also be furnished to the Superintendent of 
Railway Police, if the prisoner is likely to avail himself of the 
railway. In regard to Calcutta such a report shall be addressed 
to the Coiniiiissioner of Police. If it appears expenclient informa- 
tion shall be sent by telegraph to the police of other districts. 


477« On recapture, intimation of the fact shall lie given to 
all officers wdio have been addressed under the precteding rule. 
An esraped prisoner who is rei^aptured may be received back 
into jail on his original warrant. The time he is at large does 
not count as sentence served; the date of expiration of sentence, 
shall be calculated as prescribed in Rules 520, 524 and 525. 


^ 478* A separate report of the escape and recapture of each 

S risoner shall be submitted in the prescribed forms Xo.s. 25 and 
6 to the Inspector-General. In the case of escai^s that do not 
arise from mere negligence, but from some defect in the building 
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or in the jail mles, sneh defect shall in all cases be pmnted out* 
Whenever a prisoner escapes from any district or subsidiary jail, 
a copy of the report shall be sent to the Superintendent of 

the circle jail. The ri^rt shall show to what extent any Head 
Warder or warder has been in .fault in connection with the* escape^ 
what action has been taken aprainst the offender, and the punish* 
inent awarded, if any. 

Of lit* 1301* 4780 Superintendents of Jails may advertise rewards for the 

Rf lift Ojt apprehension of escaped prisoners and pay rewards up to a 
rskniirr maximum of Rs. 100 in each case according to the circumstances 
of the escape and recapture, the degree of exertion taken or 
danger run by the person recapturing the prisoner, the physiipe 
of the prim>;ier and the degree ot resistance he offered and similar 
considerations. No rewards for the apprehension of prisoners who 
escape from the custody of the police shall be paid for from the 
Jail Department budget. 

Whenever peculiar circumstances may render it advisable to 
offer a larger reward than is autborised by the above lules^ a 
sTiecial application .shall be made to the* Inspector-General of 
rrisons, who is empowered to dispose ot all such ease^ and to 
sanction rewards up to Rs. 250. Should he consider a higher 
reward ne<*essary, he shall refer the case for the order of Govern- 
ment.

On no pretext shall thi\se offeiues be 
treated as breaches of jail rules, 

4880 All jail officials and convict officers should be freijuently 
warned by the Supevinteiideiit and Jailer of the peiialtie'^ they 
incur under Rules 2tK) and 887 for iiegligenliy or wilfully 
permit ting an escape. Any paid officer dismissed for this offence 
shall not again be employed in the jail 8ervi(*e. It is the duty 
of all prisoners to prevent escapes, anil any prisoner who appears 
to have been instrunieutal in nidiug an escape, or to liavi^ been 
privy to it in any way, shall be punished.

On admission into a jail all prisonen shall be thoroiighlj 
searched. From pritonem smimced to rtgorou$ impruomnenit 
every article, whether clothing, money, jewellery, documents or 
anytning else, shall be taken (but if prisoners are received late 
or after lock-up^ their clothing shall be left with them until next 
morning). Fi^om simple imprisonment prisoners^ money, personal 
ornaments, papers ana letters and any property other than clothes 
shall be taken. From utbder-trial prisoners the same articles shall 
be taken as from simple imprisonment prisoners, except bedding 
and shoes which they may retain. From civil prisoners' only 
dangerous weapons, articles likely to facilitate escape, spirits, 
drugs and immoral books shall be taken.

It id the duty of Siiperintendenth to see that tlie warrant of 
the Superior Court is duly reccfived, and they must 1 m‘ guided to 
the i.*i8ue of reminders hy the instructions given in Rule (>09 as if 
the Superior Court were a Court of Appeal. 

818. Prisoners detained in prison under the leriiis of an order 
passed under the provisions of section 123 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure cannot legally Ik? detained under vSiich order after the 
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the period mav not commence on the date of the order, but on a 
later date if fixed bv the Magiatrate or the Sessions Judj^e. If 
such a later date is nxed, the warrant shoidd clearly show it; tilie 
accused cannot be retained beyond the expiiy of the period count- 
in£^ from the date of commencement so fixed, even though he may 
have been on bail or have escaped during the period. In the a1>- 
sence of any specific order the period shall commence from the date 
of the order demanding security. 

520* When an additional sentence is passed on an escaped 
convict, such sentence shall take effect as follows: — 

(1) If the new sentence is one of death, fine or whipping, it 

shall tahe effect immediately, subject to the provisions 
relating to these punishineiits ; 

(2) If the new sentence is one of imprisonment, penal 

servitude or transportation, it shall, if severer in its 
kind than that which the convi(‘t was undergoing when 
he escaped, take effect immediately and the unexpired 
portion of the sentence he was undei^oing when he 
esca])ed shall be served subsequently. 

(3) If the new sentence is not more severe in its kind, it shall 

take effect after he has served the period of his original 
seiitencie which at the time of his escape remained 
unexpired. 

Explanation : — 

(a) A sentence of transportation or penal servitude is severer 

than one of imprisonment. 

(b) A sentence of imprisonment with solitary confinement is 

severer than iiiiprisoument of the same kind without, 
solitary confinement. 

(c) A sentence of rigorous imprisonment is severer than one 

of simple imprisonment with or without solitary" 
confinement.

521 . When a prisoner has been committed to jail under two 
separate warrants, the sentence in the one to take effect from the 
expiry of the sentence in the ether, the date of smdi second sentence 
shall,' in the event of the first sentence being remitted on appei^l, 
be presumed to take effect from the date on whi<*h he was com- 
mitted to jail under the first or original sentence. 

522 . (1) The t^rin of imprisonment or transportation to which 
an accused person is sentenced under the original sentence of the 
court below, or under any seiitenc-e or substituted sentence of the 
Appellate or Revisional Court, shall, unless that Court otherwise 
order, be deemed to ruu, if the accused is not in custodv, from the 
day on which he is received into prison under the sentence. 

(2) If the accused is in custody, the sentence shall, unless the 
Court otherwise order, be deemed to run in a reference ^ under 
section 307, Criminal Procedure Code, frtmi the day on which the 
reference io determined by the High Court, and in other cases from 
the first day of imprisonment under the original sentence. 



Its. The date on which a priaouer is euUiled to ba released 
shall be calculated by the Superintendent and Jailer, and an entry 
^all be made in the release diary under that date, giving the 
name and serial number of the prisoner. It is not the duty of 
the committing officer to note the date of release on the warrant. 
If the date of release is stated on the warrant incorrectly or 
omitted, the warrant shall not be returned for correc'tion on that 
account. The entr>* in the release diary shall be made either by 
the Jailer f^erfcoiially, or by the Deputy Jailer; in case the term of 
imprisonment be changed, either by the judicial imposition of 
adaitionnl imprisonment, or by remission of any part of the 
sentence, or by absence from the jail on bail or after escape, the 
fact shall 1 m* noted opposite such eiitr>’ and a reference, made to 
the date of release uiitier the new order, under which date a new 
entry shall Vie made. When whipping is awarded in addition 
to iriiprisonmeut. an entry should be made in red ink in the release 
diar>* on the page for the day on whitdi the prisoner is to receive 
stripe.*». Should this dale be uncertain, owing to an appeal being 
maae. tw*o or tViree forward entries should lie made in the release 
diary as a reminder that the pris4mer is to be brought up at the 
proper time to receive stripes. The Superiiiteinlent shall himself 
che<*k each entry in the release diaries and udiiiissioii register, and 
shall he personally rcs]M)nsilile for the correctness of such entries, 
and for any illegal detention of a prisom»r or failure to execute a 
sentence due to neglect of this rule.

For 
example, a prisoner sentenced to one year’s iriiprisfininent on the 
15th Jaiuiury IfKlT shall be released on the 14th January a 

prisoner sentem*ed on the 1st January t<i tine month's imprison- 
ment shall be released on the .‘list January, and md on tne Isf 
February following; a prisoner sentenced t<» one day’s imprison- 
ment must 1m; released on the same day; but if he be seitienced to 
imprisonment for :;34 hours he shall be kept in confiiienieul for that 
period.

525 * The following method shall lie adopted in ealciilaiing 
the date of release of a prisoner who after conviction is released 
on bail pending the hearing of his appeal, and is afterwards 
remandea to jail to serve out his sentence, or who escapes and is 
at large for a certain period ; — Add the period the prisoner has 
been on bail or at large, in years, calendar months, ami days, to 
the term of his sentence; the date on which the sum of these 
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periods will elapse^ counting from the date of conTiction, is the 
date of expiration of sentence. The Court to which a prisoner 
surrenders after being at large on bail should note in the prisoner’s 
warrant the date on which the prisoner was released on bail and 
the date of nis re-commitment to jail.

Noi $, — ^Thia rulo covoni the case of a prisoner whoso first sentence of imprison- 
ment it only ill default of payment of fine. The substantive sinitonoes of imprison- 
ment subsequently iiassed shall count from the date of tho first ismtenoe, and the 
imprisonment in default of payment of fine shall take effect last, although a portion 
of it may have almody lieon served when tlie substantive sentences wore awarded ; 
unless tho impritionment is of a different denomination tc that of tlio substantive 
sentonoos, in which C4ise the inprisonmeiit in default of payniont of fino shall be 
eornplotod before the sulwtaiitivo sentence of imprisonment shall take effect. 

533« The Superintendent or JailtT is not authorised to receive 
fiii^s offered at the jail, and will refer any persons tendering them 
to the Court which imposed the fine; or, in sessions cases, to the 
Magistrate of the district where the fine was imposed.

known to have been in the jail before, and whose name 
is found in the index. The index should be posted up 
reffularly as prisoners are received.

TSSi '^Penal diet” shall consist of one pound of flour daily 
boiled as a porridge, seasoned with 1 chittak of salt, and given in 
two meals. For Europeans and others accustomed to ]^ronean 
diet and for Hindustanis (including natives of Uihar) it shall i>e 
wheaten flour; for Bengalis, TJriyas and Assamese, rice flour. 

Prisoners on penal diet shall not rweive the early morning meal. 

Penal diet shall in no c^ase be applied to a prisoner fur more than 
ninety-six consecutive hours, and shall not 1)6 repeated except for 
a frew offence nor until after an interval of one week. This 
punishment should he sparingly resorted to, and not at all if the 
prisoners as a body ai-e unhealthy or deteriorating in health as 
shown by the fortnightly weighments.

Prisoners ordered "penal diet 
when not (combined witli cellular (oufinemeni shall be fed (|uite 
apart from others. Sunday is a suitable day for awarding 
prisoners penal diet; in serious cases the punishment may be con- 
tinued for four consecutive Sundays. All prisoners subjected to 
penal diet shall be visited daily by the Medical Officer, who has 
authority to direct the discontinuance of the jieual diet whenever Q, O^NObr 
he may observe, or have reason to apprehend, any injurious effects. 

No labour should he given to prisoners undergoing punishment of Ittk Mmiff 
penal diet. 

723 i **Cellular couiineineni” is coiiiiueiiietii in a cell, with or 
without labour, so as to entirely seclude the prisoner from com- 
munication with, but not from sight of, other prisoners. The con- 
vict-cell attendants shall have access to his cell to give the prisoner 
his and attend to conservancy, hut the prisoner shall have hii 
meals al^ne, and bathe in his cell yard. Cellular confinement may 
be awarded for not more than fourteen days, and after each period 
of cellular confinement an interval of not less duration than such 
period shall elapse before the prisoner is again sentenced to oMicr 
cellular confinement. 

124», “Separate confinement” is confinement in a cell, with or 
without labour, so as to seclude the prisoner whilst in his cell from 
communication with, but not from sight of, other priwiners. The 
outer batten door of the cell yard in cells built on the s^ndaril 
plan shall be left open, and a prisoner undergoing this puntshiiient 
wall have not less than one hour’s exercise daily in the common tefsTli. 
passage in front of the cells or other sufficient space under the eye 
of a paid warder, and shall have his meals in association with one 
or more other prisoners.

72fi« (1) The punishment of whipping shall be inflicted only 
for mutiny or for conduct seriously affecting the discipline of the 
prison, or for incitements thereto, or for serious assaults on any 
public serrant or visitor, or after other punishments have failed, 
for other offences of a sj^cially grave nature. 

(2) The punishment of whipping shall not be inflicted on a 
prisoner who has been classified in Division I or Division or 
the question of whose classification is still under consideration, 
except with the permission of Government obtained through the 
Inspector-General of Prisons, Bengal; 

Provided that in any case not falling in either of these cate, 
gories the District Magistrate may, if he thinks that circumstances 
demand it, refer the case to Government through the Inspector- 
General of Prisons, Bengal, for prior orders.

cells. The keys of cells shall, during the day, remain ordinarily 
in the custody of the paid permanent warder in chanra. At ninht 
the keys shalt remain in the custody of the patrolling Head Warder, 
except in the cases of cells containing prisoners under medical 
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%tMiervation. The keys of sucli cells may, at the diseretioa of the 
Medical Officer, remain with the warder in charge. 

The keys of cells shall never be entrusted to convicts. 

The lock of every cell shall be examined daily by the Head

jail officer. Every prisoner so confined shall be visited by a Head 
Warder once every two hours during the day and night. The 
relieving and relieved Head Warders, warders, and convict guards 
shall visit the cells together at every change of guqrd to see that 
the correct number is confined in them, ana that all is well. 

740c A strict watch shall be kept over all pri^ners confined 
in cells to prevent them committing suicide or injuring themselves. 
Every lunatic, suspected lunatic or prisoner susMcted of suicidal 
tendencies under medical observation in cells shall be carefully 
watched both bv day and night. Specially selected convict officers 
may be detailedf for this purpose in the proportion of not more than 
one convict officer to every three adjacent cells. Such convict 
officer shall be placed under the immediate orders of the paid 
warder In charge; they shall be instructed as to the character 
and possible tendencies of their charges and shall be warned to 
give immediate information to the warder in charge of any symp- 
tom of a suspicious nature exhibited by the prisoners under their 
okervation.

(ii) a class III prisoner whose sentence amounts to 
twenty years’ impriscmment. 

ClABHilit ation of the sentence of a prisoner under clause (/) should be 
made by the SujH'rintondent subject to the supcrN'ision of the Inspector-Genoial. 

The 0 tt«» of nil life-convicts and of all prisoners sentenced to more than 14 yean* 
imprisonment or transportation or to transportation and iznpriBumuent for terms 
exceeding in the aggregate 14 years shall, when the term of imprisonment undergone 
together wit h any remission earned under the rules amounts to 1 4 years, be submitted 
for the onlers of the Local Government (in accordance with the ingt ructions contain- 
ed in the Home Depeirtment K^ohition No. 159-67 (Jails), dated the 6th Septem- 
ber 1905) which shall t hen decide whether the prisfmer shall lx» released at the 
expiry of 14 years (incliKliiig reinisaion earned). Tlie case of life-convicts who 
an* not released by Government at the expiry of 14 years will be governed by 
rules 770 and 771 of the Jail Code. 

752« No i^mission shall lie earned in respect of any sentence 
of traiis|H)rtaii()u or imprisonment under section 2 of the Frontier 
Murderous Outrages HeguUtion, 1901 (IV of 1901), passed on a 
person aliove the age of fifteen years.

78>t Eveiy convict on being first put to do any land of worh 
shall be allowed a reasonable time in which to acquire the skill 
necessary for the performance of the prescribed task, and if during 
this time he shows due diligence and makes satisfactory progress 
he shall be allowed the remission for industry. The time necessary 
for working un to a full task will depend upon the nature of the 
work. At suen work as oil-pressing, grinding, breaking metal, 
yarn reeling or twisting, etc., a few days’ experience will be 
sufficient, and a full task shall then be exacted. Jn industries 
needing greater skill, such as weaving, carpet or durrie-making, 
it may he three mont^ or more before a prisoner can give a full 
task, according to his intelHgeiue ; apil care must be taken to make 
due allowance, in estimating a convict’s progress, for differences 
of mental and physical capacity. In eveiy (*ase when allotting 
to a prisoner new work (whetlier on admission or subsequently) 
flic Superintendent, or, subject to his control, the Deputy Superin- 
tendent or Jailer, shall note on the prisoner's In'story ticket the 
exact task he is to begin with, and subsequently every increase 
required, up to the full task. 

Frequent change of work, except on medical grounds, should 
he avoided, hut the harder forms of labour, oil-pressing, etc., 
should not he continued imlefinitely without variation, Md 
sedentary w'ork should occasionally he changed for work involving 
more general movement. It i?. expected that every Superinteiulenf 
shall he ac(|uainte<l with the tasks lo he exacted from his prisoners. 
No general reduction of the tasks fixed in Rule 789 shall be 
allowed in any jail without the sanction of the Inspector-General. 
In alloting labour to a prisoner and fixing his task the Deputy 
Sujierintendent or Jailer must he guided by the record of 
f<»rt nightly weigh incuts in his ticket. 


787. Whenever the material given to a prisoner to work upon 
admits of weigh iiieni or measurement, the task he is to perform in 
the cour.se of the day shall he Weighed or iiuuisured out to him 
before he commences the work, in order that both the prisoner and 
the warder in charge of him may see how the work progresses as 
the day advances.

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TMt In the selection of prison labour the main object to be q, o, h^, 
kept in view should be the reforimitioii of the criminal. Non- T.Vi daM flit 
productive labour should be avoided. Short term prisoners must ItdltmlMir 
necessarily be employed mainly on unskilled laVwur, But if such 
prisoner has previous knowledge of any trade, where possible, 
he should be put on that trade. The principal mode of employ- 
ment of long term prisoners should be iiitrumurul. The prisoner 
derives greater benefit by getting the best available instruction in 
up-to-date methods of labour and this also fits him for free living 
under modern condition.s. To ensure this one or two main indus- 
tries should he carried on in the larger jails. Jail industries 
should be adapted Ui meet the needs, firstly^ of the Jail Depart- 
ment and, secondly, of other consuming departments of Govern- 
ment. These departments are bound to obtain articles which 
they require from jails when these are suitable, provided they are 
not inferior in quality nor of higher price than those obtainable 
in the open niarKet. In central jails power-driven machinery may 
1)6 employed for the main industries provided tlie.se do iioi interfere 
with nascent or unorganized enterprises, Thi.H is conditional lui 
consultation and co-ordination between the jail and the Industries 
Departments, including consultation of the latter by the former 
on the prices to be fixea for jail products. 


791. A ccanpleie and detailed cataWue of the articles made 
m the manufacturing department of jails shall be published at the 
loginning of every year, and distributed to the departments of 
the Govemment of Bengal. Prices of the articles snail be fixed 
possible for a period of one year, and shall not be subject 
^ WttMtiou. All arGdes mentioned in the catalogue and required. 
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^ 0"o#inimeiKt difmrtmeiitft must ordinarily be obtained from 

i *ails, and may only be purchased, from private firms if the cost of 
guying articles in this way is materially less than that of obtain- 
ing them from the jails after taking the cost of transport into 
account, or if the jail intimates its inability to supply the articles 
within the time specified. Orders for furniture of all descriptions 
should be placed by offices in Calcutta with the Presidency and 
Alipore Central Jails, and by offices in Dacca with the Dacca 
Central Jail. Orders for all textiles, blankets and small articles 
of furniture required by different departments should be obtained 
from the appropriate jails shown in the catalogue. The Public 
Works Department ehould place orders with the Presidency Jail 
for galvanised iron tanks, cage latrines, blanket boilers, iron 
racks, cooking ranges, wrought^ iron grated windows and doors, 
corrugated iron sheds, etc. This rule does not apply to any 
Oovernment Department institution or concern which by reason 
of its nature is in a position to produce its own articles of manu- 
facture, and nothing in this rule shall be held to debar Govern- 
ment Departments from purchasing articles from the reformatory 
or industrial institutions under the Education Department, the 
Industries Department, or the Industrial Settlement at Saidpur 
(enquiries may be addressed to the Salvation Army, Calcutta) 
when it is cheaper or more convenient for them to do so. This 
rule has the concurrence of all Departments of Government. 

792. In deciding upon work to be done, the Jailer, or the 
Deputy Superintendent, if appointed, must exert himself, in 
conjunction with the Superintendent, and, if need be, in consulta- 
tion with the Manager, Jail Depdt, to ascertain where 
Are the branches of labour which will meet the require- 
ments — Istly, of the jail service ; 2tidly^ of the local 
Public Works Department and Local Boards, 3rdly, of 
other consuming departments; and after these means of einploy- 
iiieiit are exhausted must make himself acquainted wuth the state 
of the market and ascertain what other industries are likely to 
be most profitable and how articles can be best disposed of. He 
will be regarded as responsible for the pecuniary success of the 
jail. 


798. The total number of menial servants employed regularly 
(/.e., cooks, barbers, water-t'arriers, sweepers, etc.) shall not exceed 
10 per cent, of the whole number of prisoners in central and 1st 
or 2nd class district jails and 12 per cent, in ftrd class district jails. 
The proportion of cooks, sweepers and hospital ateudants to the 
number of pi'isoners to be attended to, which may be employed, 
is stated in Buie 789. The appointment of cooks is regulated by 
Rule 1117. The barber shall belong to the A class. Sweepers 
shall be ckoeen from the mether or hari caste, also from the 
chatidal or other low castes, if by the custom of the district they 
perform similar work when free, or from any caste if the prisoner 
volunteers to do the work.

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CHAPTER XXIII.— ACGIDENTt AND SUICIDEt. 

In aU cases of sudden or violent death, or of a death 
due to an accident or of supposed suicide, an inquest by the 
proper officer shall be held on the body. Except at the Presi- 
dencv Jail, the proper officer to hold the investigation is the 
Magistrate of the aistrict, or an officer deputed by him. At the 
Presidency Jail, the Coroner of Calcutta will hold an inquest 
respecting every death which occurs in that jail, except whra the 
death occurs from cholera or other epidemic disease, or is the 
result of an execution. A careful enquiry shall be made into the 
circumstances of every case, and, except in the case of the^ Presi- 
dency Jail, a full report shall be submitted by the investigating 
officer without delay to the Inspector-General of .Prisons. This 
report shall contain a distinct and formal findings in addition to 
the depositions of the witnesses examined. The Inspector- 
General need not submit such reports to Government unless^ they 
are of special importance, or indicate some defect in the existing 
system of Jail Administration to which the attention of Govern- 
ment should be specially invited. In all other cases these reports 
may be withheld at his discretion. A full report of the circum- 
stances attending every ease of sudden or violent death shall 
likewise be submitted by the Superintendent to the Inspector- 
General. In the case of the Presidency Jail this report shall be 
accompanied with a copy of the Coroner’s finding. 

M7. For the regulations relating to prisoners suspected of 
suicddal tendencies, see Rules 740 and 746. Knives, pieces of 
broken glass, ropes, etc., shall not l>e allowed to lie about: knives 
and other tools used in the worksheds and barbers’ and tailors’ 
inipleiricnts sliall be counted over and locked up by the warders 
at the close of work. Poisonous drugs shall on no account be left 
within reach of prisoners. They must be kept locked up in a safe 
box or (‘upboard in the dispensary, the ke^' of which must be kept 
by the Sub-Assistant Surgeon, and on no acMount eiitnisted to a 
prisoner. 


808. Wells in jails shall be covered by strong water-tight 
wooden or iron covers sloping from the centre, or by other means, 
to prevent prisoners throwing themselves into the wells or dirt 
or soiled water finding their way into them. When these well- 
covers have trap-doors in them, they shall be always kept 
pronerly and securely locked, and in the special charge of a 
paid warder, who shall keep the key and shall always be present 
while tlie prisoners are drawing water, and shall close and lock 
the trap-door before he leaves the well. Ordinarily, there should 
be only a small hole, not exceeding eight inches in diameter, 
through which water may be drawn by means of a pump or 
bucket. Well ropes shall be locked up, but chains rivetted to 
the covers need not be removed. A . rope-ladder capable of 
bearing the weight of three men shall be kept in tbe guard-house 
of every jail to be at hand in oase of accidents in wells. 

808. AU warders and overseers shaU be speoiaUy warned to 
prevent prisoners from under-cutting when aigging or moving 
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earth. The of pits formed when digging kunkur^ hrick- 

makinff, etc., must be doped at such an angle that the earth shall 
not fall on the workmen. Superintendents and Jailers shall 
frequently inqpect such places and strictly enforce this rule. 
No prisoner diall be employed underground in sinking wells or 
on any work of a dangerous character, unless he Tolunteers to 
do so and with the sanction of the Inspector*Oeneral. All 
staircases and verandahs higher than three feet from the ground 
shall have protecting walls or balustrades of sufficient height. 

810 * Sections 24, 25, 26 and 30 of Act XXV of 1934 (the 
Factories Act), shall apply to anv jail in which steam, water or 
other mechanical power is used for manufacturing processes. 

811 « Under section 30 of this Act and rules Nos. 56, 57, and

shall forthwith be given by telegram or telephone or by special 
messenger to the Magistrate within whose jurisdiction 
factory is situated, or in Uic case of the Presidency Jail, to the 
Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, and also to the Inspector of 
Factories. All such accidentH (unless fatal) shall be called in all 
prescribed communications “Serious accidents'*. 

Notice of accidents resulting in death shall in addition to 
the notice required under paragraph 1, be also sent forthwith 
to the officer in charge of the police-station within the local 
limits of which the factory is located. 

Notice of accidents of a less severe character but which 
nevertheless prevent or are likelv to prevent the person injured 
from returning to his work within 48 hours of the occurrence 
shall be given to the authorities mentioned in paragraph as soon 
as practicable, but in any case within 60 hours of i^ occurrence. 
Such accidents shall be called in communications '^Slight 
accidents". 

Beports of accidents sent by letter either through the post 
or by special messenger shall be in Factory Form No. 7. Beporti 
of accidents sent by telegraph or telephcfhe shall be confirmed by a 
written report in that form.

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Tke tiftperintendeiit of the Preaidraoy Jail ehall, at the 
commencement of each year, forward to all central and district 
jails of this province a list showing the dates of sailing of the 
steamer for Port Blair for the current year; he shall also forward 
similar lists to the Inspectors-General of Prisons of other pro- 
vinces for necessary action.

The Inspector-General is authorised to sanction the transfer 
to central jails of prisoners sentenced to less than six months, 
whenever he may consider such transfer necessary. , 


In order to discharge the duties of convict officers, 
sweejiers, trade instructors, etc., in jails where, owing to the 
short terms of sentence, prisoners lo(‘ally confined are ineligible 
for such duties, qualified prisoners shall be imported from the 
nearest Central Jail. All applications for convicts required for 
these purpo.Hes shall be addressed to the Inspector-General. 
Only metner prisoners sentenced to rigorous imprisonment, who 
are not T. fi,/T. prisoners who have served half their sentences or 
have not more than six months of uuexpired sentence, shall be 
selected for conservancy work in subsidiary jails. The transfer 
of Krnhinin cooks from one jail to another or to subsidiary jails, 
is prohibited. 

Ml. Transfer for the benefit of health should be recommend- 
ed only in cases of prisoners in indifferent health, who are not 
suffering from active or marked disease when a change to a 
healthier climate will probably effect restoration to a normal 
iH)iidition of health. No prisoner should be transferred who is 
in a bad state of health. As to the transfer of lepers, see 
Chapter XXXIV. 

882 . No priscgier shall he removed from one jail to another 
unless tlie Medical Officer certifies that the prisoner is free from 
any illness rendering him unfit for removal. On the day any 
prisoner is to be transferred he shall be brought before the 
Medical Officer, who shall furnish a certificate (in B. J. Form 
No. 13) to the effect that each prisoner selected for transfer is 
in a fit condition to travel, and shall specify whether the journey 
sWll be undertaken on foot, by steamer, by boat, by train, or bv 
other means of conveyance.

— All property brought with each prisoner, or receiv- 
ed from him afterwards, should be hero entered^ and a note should 
be made against such items of clothing, lidding or other neces- 
saries as he is allowed to take inside the jail for use, recording the 
fact. 

Columns 18 and 19 . — Weekly examination and attestation shall 
sufiice.

The respoaeible duty of guarding 
condemned pliaonere should always be giTen to the trusu 
w^hy peruianent wanlers, the extra men who may be enter* 
tained being placed on less responsible duties. 

The warder shall be armed with a regulation baton» and 
shall, wherever it is possible, be placed outside the grated door 
of the cell. The key of the cell loc*k shall he kept with the 
warder or matron on duty so as to be immediately available in 
case of an emergency. The lock must lie one which cannot be 
opened by any other key in use in the jail. Under any circum- 
stances it is essential that the warder shall have a complete view 
of the prisoner and of all parts of the cell in which he or she is 
confined; during the night therefore a lantern shall be so placed 
as to throw a good light on the prisoner. In the case of a male 
prisoner, unless the prisoner is attempt ing to commit suicide, the 
door of his cell should be opened only when there are three 
persons present to restrain him if he should attempt violence. 

965 « When there are two or more prisoners sentenced to 
death confined at the same time in cells situated at some distance 
from one another, a separate guard shall be placed over each cell ; 
but, if the cells are contiguous, one warder shall be posted to 
guard three prisoners in contiguous cells. For any number of 
cells in excess of three, an extra guard shall be posted, even 
when the cells are contiguous.

A prisoner condemned to death may be visited by his 
relatives, friends, and legal advisers at bis own request, on an 
order in writing from the Superintendent of the jail. All visitors 
sludl in snch cases he conducted to the prison^’s cell by the 
Jailer, Deputy Jailer or European Wardfr, who shall be present 
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during the intenriew and see that nothing » passed to the 
prisoner. No other person shall have access to such prisoner 
except the Superintendent of the jail, the Medical 0£Scer, and 
Medical Subordinate, the Taller, official and non-official visitoTs, 
prisoners who have to bring food and attend to conserran^^ and, 
if the prisoner requires it, a priest or minister of the religion to 
which he belongs. A condemned prisoner who can read may be 
supplied with suitable reading material either books or periodicals 
which have been p^sed for his use by ihe Superiniendeni, and 
may be supplied with copies of weekly newspapers, which have 
been approved for prisoners classified in Division II, and subject 
to the restrictions laid down in rule 1074. An exercise book and 
pencil may be allowed subject to the restrictions laid down in rule 
i066. A condemned prisoner who smokes may be supplied with 
cigarettes or tobacco.

1001* All executions shall take place in an enclosure within 
the jail walls in the early morning; but, in order to prevent 
anything of a private character being given to the proceedings^ 
adult male relatives of the prisoner and other respectable male 
adults^ not exceeding twelve in all, sliall be allowetl to witness 
the execution. The names and addresses of these spectators shall 
be recorded in the gate-register, so that they may afterwards, if 
occasion remiires it, be called as witnesses.

In the Indian diet sctales the 
quantity and description of food are the same daily, but such 
variation as the occasional issue of animal food, and a difference 
in the kind of pulses, vegetables, and antiscorbutics vrill permit^ 
shall be made. 

Especially in the rainy season a welcome change can be 
effected by issuing with the vegetables half a chittak of the ddl 
in form of The ddl and the ordinary ddl of the 

meal in which is issued should be of different varieties. 

Whenever the Medical Officer considers it desirable, one or 
two chittaks of meat or fish, or a nutritive equivalent of dahi 
shall be given from two or four times a week, instead of half or 
one chittak of ddl. The dahi should be prepared or obtained the day 
before it is required for issue. The solid curd should be obtained 
by straining the dahi through a muslin bag, and should be issued 
in full weight according to the allowance ordered. The whey 
should be added to the curd after its distribution at the feeding 
platform, and be issued as an extra on account of its wholesome 
properties. Under the following circumstances, however, no 
option will be allowe<l in regard to issuing animal food, of which 
two chittaks or such quantity as is of fully eciuivalent nutritive 
value must be substituted for one chittak of adl four times a 
week : — 

(a) If the fortnightly weighments indicate that an unusual 
proportion of the healthy prisoners have lost weight. 

(h) If there is any general tendency to scurvy with ulcera- 
tion of the gums. 

(o) If the number of admissions into hospital from dysentery 
is on the increase and the disease is of a severe or 
scorbutic type.

110L The following registers shall be maintained in respect 
of the issue of food: — 

Nos. >36A and 368, Diet Rolls for ordinary prisoners 
(Rule 1095) and Divisions I and II convicts and Division I 
ut^dert, rials. The careful keeping up of these rolls is very 
necessary. Many who are released during the day, or come into 
jail in the afternoon, Can take respectively only either the morning 
or the evening meal. A detailed account of the numlier of 
prisoner fed at each meal is necessary' to afford a correct check 
upon the issue of food in full quantity according to scale — a 
matter of great importance in maintaining their health ; it is also 
necessary for checking over-issue or peculation. This calculation 
the Superintendent ought to compare with the actual issues 
recorded in the Stock Book No. 3f‘l.

tt07« All items of the dietary shall be weiiihed out to the 
cooks in a fully prepared stale, or if this is impossible, with a 
full aUow*aace for any loss which must occur in preparation by 
the cooks.

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IIOBi No ddl shall be cooked until it has been thoroughly 
husked and until unhusked grains have been carefully picked out. 
Kalai and mung ddU cannot be thoroughly husked ''before they 
pass into the cook’s hands as they have to be soaked and rubbed 
to get the husk off. When these are issued, an excess of 10 per 
centum beyond the scale allowance shall be given to compensate 
for subsequent loss of weight in husking; and care must be taken 
that when the cooks husk these ddh they do not wash away and 
waste the grain. The use of keshari ddl is prohibited ; and ddU 
of different kinds or ddh and other grain must not be cooked 
together. The use of kalm ddZ should be limited to the hotter 
months of the year. The consistency and bulk of the cooked 
ration should be frequently tested as ordered in regard to rice. 
Some ddh become hard by storage; such should be steeped for a 
considerable time and be cooked very slowly. 

1110 * Antiscorbutics must be used in full weight of the 
edible parts, proper allowance being made for the husk, seeds and* 
fibre. Each supply should be tested by separating the edible 
part from that which is not edible, of a given weight, and finding 
the proportion of one to the other. The rate of issue in accord- 
ance with the prescribed scale should then be fixed in th&t pro- 
portion. Putwa must include only the edible calyces of the fruit, 
and with amchur, allowance must be made for the dried skin. 
Limes, roselle and unripe mangoes may be preserved by pickling 
or in the form of chutney. Such preparations, if carefully made 
with a sufficiency of different ( ondiments form a valuable variation 
to the condiments and antiscorbutics issued at those seasons when 
the appetite of the prisoners show signs of failing. Instructions 
are given in Appendix No. 26 for making such preparations. 
The Jailer should prepare in propei* seasons an ample supply of 
tasty pickles and see to their proper preservation for use when 
required. 

1111 . Only succulent vegetables shall be issued. They shall 
be freed from stalks, fibrous portions and rotten leaves or parts, 
and shall be cut up ready for the pot before they are weighed 
out to the cooks. Light «labour or special gang prisoners may 
prepare the vegetables. Arrangements must be made to ensure 
a sufficient supply during the hot weather and rains of succuleat* 
nutaritiouB and antiscorbutic vegetables; $dg$ should be given only 
at intervals, and when young and tender; successive crops of

111S« All articles issued for rations shall be inspi^ted fre* inis lit* 
qnently by the Medical Officer, and any def(H*t of cj^uality noted 
by that officer shall be reported at once to the Superintendent by 
the Jailer. 


1114. Correct and well-made beam scales and weights shall Hals HL 
be used in every jail, liotli for weighing supnlies in ouik and 
for weighing the food after distribution, and snail frei|uently be 
tested liy the Superintendent; the scales should be kept pniperly 
adjusted. Proper tin measures carefully and frequently tested 
shall be kept for the distribution of all food that has to be given

The mustard oil shall not bo issued until it is required to be 
put into the cwiking pot.

1116» There shall be only one cook shed in each jail for 
criminal prisoners in Division 111.

stances be allowed to ccNik for themselves. 


ms. The cook shall perfom all preparations and prooeases 
necessary after issue of the daily supplies to them and shall 
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cook the food with due care and attention. Iron cookingr pets 
shall be used. All cooking utensils must be kept scrupSbualy 
clean and bright, and the cook-house and feeding places as deiui 
and tidy as it is possible to make them. Any breach of this rule 
shall render the cooks liable to punishment. 

1119» Places at which prisoners take their mid-day meal in 
the itot weather or any meal when it rains should be sheltered from 
the sun and rain.. If there are no shelter roofs over the ordinary 
feeding platforms the prisoners must sit at this meal in verandahs, 
or, if necessary, in the worksheds or wards, or wherever shelter can 
be found. 


Saotfoii III.— Proouring and Storing Food-uuppliea. 

1120. The Superintendent and Jailer sh^l be held 
responsible that arrangements are, made in due time for storing 
at the (rheapest seajpon grain of such kinds as are required in 
sufficient quantity to last (with what may at the time be in stock) 
until the following year’s crop ran safely be used. Rice or 
paddy shall be only of the winter crop, which is not fit for use 
until the end of March ; if this, for instance, is stored in January 
19<i8, n sufficient quantity must be laid in stiire to last with what 
remains in stock miin previous supplies, until the end of March 
1939. 

1121 . The stock of supplies should be bought by calling for 
tenders by means of notices ]K)sted in prominent public places, 
e.g., in bazars and marts and on the noticedmards of the Civil and 
Criminal Courts, Post Offices, Registration Offices, Railway 
Stalioiis, etc., and by com iiuinica ting with wellknown dealers. 
In cases where the total value is likely to exceed Rs, 29,(KKI. in 
addition to the usual notices^ tenders will be invited liy advertise- 
ment in the Press. Before opening the tenders, the Superinten- 
dent should ascertain the prevailing market rates. Samples to 
fix quality must be sent with the tender. In the event of a com- 
bination among merchants, the Superintendent shall postpone his 
purchase and take steps in consultation with the District or Siih- 
divisional Magistrate to break up the combine by obtaining 
tenders from other districts. Any tender accepted by the Super- 
intendent for the, supply of articles exceeding Rs. 200 in value 
shall be subject to the approval of the Inspector-General of 
Prisons. Detailed procedure regarding the purchase of grain ’will 
be found in Appendix No. 30 of the Jail Code, Volume II. 

1122 . The Jailer shall be responsible for the weighment of 
all supplies and their safe keeping after delivery, but the Super-, 
intendeni shall examine a i^rtion of every delivery of grain 
brought into the jail and satisfy himself that it is of good quality 

Role 1347* suitable for its purpose before it is stored. There sbotild be 

no delay between delivery and weighment, and payment must be 
made at onoe after weighment and approval by the dnperinteadent; 
Unless prompt payment is made, it cannot be expectea that dealers 
will give the most favourable terms. 
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fin* OratiL should not be finally stored until thoarouirhlj 
dfjr: if Tory new and damp, it should be spread out to dry in the 
sun for two three days before it is stored. Durinir this time 
it should ^ fre€|nently turner) over by lifirbt labour prisoners. It 
must not be left lyiiifi: in the open air at nifrbt. While in store it 
should he protected from the depredation of birds titid vermin, 
*^****1^ fur as possible be inaecessible to prisoners «>tlier than those 
employed in its preparation, drain should be stortnl in hairs and 
not loose in bulk. 

1124 » Superintendents, in eoiisnltation with Mcnlical Officers, 
should use their dis<‘retioii in storinjr either pinldy or rice 
accordinfr to the circuinstanres each jail, havint; rej 5 :ard to 
the labour available and the profit to be obtained. It is not 
expedient to husk paddy in jails wht're the labour can he more 
profitably employed for the lienc^tit of Oovernnient. The l»oiIiii|r 
and dryirifT of paddy preparatory to huskitiir shall not he carried 
on durin^r the rainy season. #.r.. durinir the 4A months from 1st 
June to the loth ttetoher. Arratiiri*ni€*nt.H must Im* maile to 
complete the iMnlirij? and thorough dryiiijr of the paddy «lurhi|r 
the dry season. If the labour available is not sufficient it, prepare 
in the dry season the whole of tlu* paddy renuirtMl for the yearns 
supply, rice must he purcdiased aiul stored tor issue durinfr the 
rains. 

1128 * Great rare must he exercised in huskinff paddy, that 
the rice is not damag^ed by overdwiiliiig or sti>eping, that the 
irruiti is thoroughly frecMl from the outer husk, xiiul that excessive 
waste is not caused by lireakiiig the grain. hA-ery hatch of rice 
produced should be examincMl by the SiifH^rintendent and Medical 
Officer and any rice damaged should he ct»iidemned and used for 
cattle; if the rice is imperfectly husked, it shall he rt'tiirned to 
the convicts to be* projierly cleaned. Those in fault either in 
respect of damage or wast«* should Iw* punished, and the quantity 
damaged *or lost as waste shoubi Ih* written off the accounts. 
Where female convicts are avuitahle those should lie employed in 
husking pacldy in preference to males, as many of them are 
accustomed to such work in their own homes. If tlie work is 
done by male cKUivicts. the Jailer must himself supervise the 
work and will he held res|Kinsible that clue care is taken to obtain 
clean and good rieve. 

Ilttto So far as possible, articles of diet rc^iuired for feedinff 
prisoners shall he raised on jail land and he prepared by the jail 
labour. All pulses re<iuired for consumption in a jail shall 
invariably be husked by prisoners; and tnith in regard to these 
and the manufacture of flour and mustard oil for food, the 
Superintendent should frequently compare the amount of the 
*outtmii with the grain issued " and see that a full return is 
obtained. 

In order to furnish an eexmomioal supply of fish, 
wkmiever there is a tank within the jail precincts, it should be 
pariodUeally stocked with fish fry of the mho, mirpal and ruffe 
writes of the carp (rypnirndee) species. If there are tanks in 
the vicinity which can be rented on reasonUe tennii and can be 
praperly preserved, these may be tented with the sanction of the 
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Inapector-General to the extent necessary for the supply of a 
sumcient quantity of fish, and should be so stocked. EiTury 
Jailer should studv the subject of fish-breeding, and be able to 
distinmish the full-grown fish and the fry of the aboye species, 
and also fiy of fish which are carnivorous feeden, which should 
be excluded from fish tanks. Instructions regarding fish-breeding 
are furnished for guidance in Appendix No. 25. The theft of 
fish from a fish tank on the part of a prisoner shall be puniAed 
as a jail offence, and if committed by a subordinate ofaoer, will 
render him liable to dismissal. 


SeoUont iv. — ^Tha Dairy. 

1128. Every jail shall have a dairy. Well-roofed and 
ventilated sheds shall be provided. The floor should be of well- 
burnt hrick-on-edge or other good material pointed with cement. 
To prevent slipping the slope of the floor should be slight, only 
suflirient to carry off the urine and washings to a masonry drain 
emptying through a spout into iron receptacles removable by 
hand, and not into the surface drains of the jail. The vital 
necessity of cleanliness must always be borne in mind. The 
floor of the cow-shed must be scrubbed and washed dailv and 
afterwards thoroughly dried. Sand and straws should be thrown 
on the floor to prevent the cows slipping. The presence of flies 
in the cow-house is a sure sign of neglect. A separate shed or 
separate division of a shed should be provided for weaned calves. 

1129. Care should be taken to select the best breed of cows 
that can be obtained either lo(‘ally or by purchase in other dis- 
tricts; us a rule it will be found in Dengal that the best cows 
locally obtainable do better tlinn importations from distant parts. 
The iniproveinent of the breed should always he kept ,in view. 
Well-bred bulls when available will be supplied by the Agricul- 
tural l)epartment of Government; these shall be maintained at 
the jail, and the use of them by raiyuls, goiraJlm, and cattle- 
bree<lers in the neigh iKUirhood shall he allow^ed on payment of 
the usual local charge. If a gcK)d hull is not in stock the servi<'e 
of the best procurable in the neighbouihood should be obtained. 

1130. Dry cowis, calves, hulls and bullocks should be allowed 
to griiTA} outside the jail, and they should be hou.sed outside the 

i *ail w’alls. Cows actually in milk should be stall-fed and may be 
;ept inside the jail enclosure, a sufficiently large shed in two 
divisions being made for them and for their calves. 

11S1. Care should be token to ensure sufficient milk being - 
available for prisoners. To provide for this, cows* should be 
covered, so that they calve at periodic intervals throughout the 
year, bearing in mind Hhat more milk is required during the 
aututnnal fever season. At the same time a cow should be eent 
to the hull whenever, after calving, she shows desire. Generally 
this will not be before three months. Where fodder is cheap, 
female calves and a sufficient number of male calves of good 
breed for use as bulls and bullocks should be reared. 



list* lUgiflteTBd numbers shall be p^en to every head oi 
cattle; these numbers shaU be inscribed on a wooden or metal 
ti^et suspired from the neck of eadli animal: in the case of 
calves the ticket shall bear in addition the registered numbers of 
the mothers. 

11SS» As directed in rule 642, food not eaten by prisoners 
shall be carefully separated into two buckets— one for the rice *>r 
chapnaties, the other for curried refuse food. Only the former 
should be given to cattle; the latter should be used for feeding 
fish or be buried as manure. All rice water, rice washings, tldl 
husks, and any other refuse from the preparation of gi*ain which 
may W wholesome for cattle, oil-cake Irom the manufacture of 
mustard oil and grass from jail lands shoubi he used as cattle 
food and should be supplemented with such purchased or other 
food as are necessary, 

1134a In the hoi weather cattle should he washed thoroughly 
in the sun daily, care l>eing taken to dry them well. In the colrt 
weather they should he rubbed down and brushed. 

1135* The whole of the milk (or any article nmde from it) 
shall l>e used in the jail for (iovernment purposes only; and none 
shall be sold to jail officuils or outsiders. The milk (or its pro* 
duce) yielded by the dairy shall firstly be devoted to the needs of 
the sick in hospital (e»pc*cially those suffering from bt>wel diseases) 
and of prisoners in the i-onvalescent and sjiecial gangs. After the 
wants of these and of old and weakly prisoners have been fully 
satisfied, any milk fr<iin the dairy that may remain shall be tiiisued 
,as food for ordinary prisoners, see Rule lUH. 

1138. The manufacture of butter or ghee (except for 
prisoners* diet, riV/c Rule 1100, under the conditions specified in 
Rule 1135 or if ordered in lieu of oil for misdemeanants of the 
Ist degree, r/i/r Rule 030) is prohibited. Milk should be issued 
to prisoners either boiled or as and in no other form. If

All vessels shoulcl lie scalded anil washed with Ixiiling water 
immediately after use. They must not }pf- allowinl to stand in a 
dirty condition. A properly secured and well-ventilated place 
ahould be provided^ in which the milk should be stored as soon as 
poMible after milking and until it is issued. It would he well if 
this were in some prominent situation where the milk as well as 
AD vessels used fotr storage or preparation might be within the 
lioti0| of inspecting officers. 



tlMb The mnure from the dairy ehoiild be aeed. In 
inraiwing the jail garden and lands. In jails which have ' ^a^ 
snmcirat supply of manure from other sources the cow-dunn shouU 
Rale 1101. be utilised as fuel. Cakes composed of one-fourth paddy husk 
and three-fourths cow-dung mixed with coal dust make goM fuel 
for the kitehen.

1174t The manufacture of clothing, bedding and other 
articles of jail equipment shall be concentrated in manufacturing 
jails. Indents for annual requirements of clothing, bedding and 
uniform (in B. J. Forms Nos. 61, 61A and 62) shall be submitted 
through the Inspector-General to the supplying jails on the Ist 
March of each year. Supplementary indents should be avoided. 
Manufacturing jails shall des^tch clothing and bedding so that 
they may arrive at their destination before the 1st Ocober, i.e., 
before the cold weather sets in. Indents for aluminium cups, 
plates, etc., shall be submitted to the Presidency Jail through 
the Inspector-General as occasion demands. 

Superiniendents of manufacturing jails may take such 
supplies of their own manufacture as they require from their 
manufactory stock, but shall see that the transactions are duly 
recorded by transfer in account from the manufactory to the* 
general stock books. Superintendents and Jailers will be held 
responsible for any excessive expenditure of clothing shown in 
the annual accounts and for seeing that unnecessarily large stocks 
of clothing, etc., are not kept. 

1178i Each subsidiaiy jail shall, if possible, be supplied by 
the central or district jail to which it is affiliated with sufficient 
serviceable used clothing, blankets and bedding for th^^ use of 
prisoners in the subsidiary jail and during transfer. An indent 
shall he submitted for new clothing, blankets and bedding if the 
central or district jail cannot sujvly serviceable articles.

1176« One of the Head Warders shall be placed in special 
charge of the clothing godowu, and shall be made responsible fo*r 
the state of the clothes. The godowu itself should be dry and 
well ventilated, and shall be fitted with proper shelves or bamboo 
iiuichans. The blankets and elotliing shall be arranged in these 
shelves either separately or in complete kits ready for issue. 

1177. The godowu Head Warder, on taking over the kit of 
a released prisoner, shaiil see that all the articles have been 
carefully wa^ed and dried and shall on no account store blanketa 
and clothes in a dirty or damp state; all clothing taken back from 
prisoners shall he carefully examin^, and any that may be fit 
for further use shall be mended and kept in store for re-issue to 
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newly^dmitlltf pri^iters. Th« blankets and clotbin^ in stme 
shall be aired in the sun at least once a month, and, if possibl;*, 
on Sundays. 

IITBa A capful record of the receipt and issue of all clothing? •••• *W(3)* 
and beddingr shall be kept by the Deputy dailer or Jail Clerk 
under the supervision of the Jailer in Ref^ister No. 34, Clothing S®*fjm** 
Account Book. A sej^rate account shall be opened for each item ”• 
of clothing and bedding, both new and old, and the entries of 
receipt and issue shall be made dmly. An account shall also he 
kept in this book of aluminium cups and plates, leather gaiters 
and straps, etc. ^ In everjr jail a separate account book shall be 
opened for hospital clothing. The accounts shall be checked at 
the end of every month and the balances in the godown or with 
the prisoners carried forward. The <itficer in charge of the 
clothing godown shall each month verify by actual coiiiitiiig 
some or all of the balances shown as remaining. Clothing consi* 
dared to be unserviceable shall be brought at least once a month 
before the Superintendent who shall, if necessary, condemn such 
clothing and shall cause it to be written off under his initial in 
the Account Book.

When, liowever, new barracks are being built or wards to be fitted 
with Alipore pattern cubicles, 45 square feet per head shall be 
allowed. Each cubicle measures V x 5^ i>nd a 4^ central passage 
between two rows of cubicles is required. Each cubicle should 
have half a window; therefore for 24 prisoners a ward should be 
18' X GO' with 12 windows, 6 on either side. Whether calculated 
on tlie superficial area or the cubical space of the w^ard, the smaller 
number obtained by such calculation shall be the maximum num- 
ber of prisoners the ward can accommodate. No ward should con- 
tain more than forty prisoners. 

(2) If the barrack is flat-roofed, there should be ceiling ventila- 
tion, openings at interv^als close to the junction of wall and 
ceiling (sise 12^ x 5"). If the barrack is gable-roofed, there should 
be a ridge ventilator, 

(it) The roofs or ceilings need not be more, but should not be 
less, than 13 feet high from the floor. 

(4) All grated ui;indows should have wooden shutters owning 
in four leaves, but not reaching more than 20 inches fit>m tne top 
of the grated window, i.e., the top 20 inches should be permanently 
open for ventilation, 

(5) All new barracks should have two rows of berths only. 

(6) In long barracks (^.e., more than one ward) there should be 
a full-sised iron-grated door in the partition wall, so that night 
watchmen can move along the whole length of the Larrack. 

(7) All barracks should, if possible, be provided with verandahs 
8 feet deep, of masonry if double-storied ; of corrugated iron (or 
tiled) if single storied. (These verandahs also serve as feeding 
platforms.) 
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(8) Masosrjr berths — one for each prisoner— -on ground floor to 
be 6^ 6^ X 2' high x broad. In upper stories, the berths need 
• only be 6 inches above the floor. Iron beds may be supplied in 
lieu of berths, at the discretion of the Inspector-()eneral. 

(9) In all sleeping barracks a cage latrine separr4ted from the 
ward should, if possible, be provided. 

1181k In Jail hospitals the floor space should be not less than 
70 square feet per head, t.e., for a hospital ward of 20 sick, the. si^e 
should be 20' x 70'. ?iot less than 9(H) cubic feet kIuiII he allowed 
to each prisoner in hospital. All new cells for the separate or 
solitary confinement of prisoners shall have a superficial area of 
not less than 96 superfic^ial feet and a" cubical capacity of not loss 
than 1,(XK) feet. Tiiere shall l>e thorough ventilation in every cell 
which, at the back of the cell, inav lie by a clerestory window. 
The Medical Officer shall inspect all iiew' cells, wards or ctimpart- 
ments, which shall not be occupie<i until he certifies that they are 
in all respects fit for occupation. 

1181* Thorough ventilation of the sleeping Itarracks is of the 
greotest importance; at least 10 sc|uare feet of ventilation area per 
prisoner should be provided. Prisoners shall not be perinitt<»d at 
their pleasure to close the windows and ventilation openings with 
shutters or purdahs, if these are provided, so as to prevent neces- 
sary perflation of air. except tenip<inirily to prevent rain from 
lieating in. In new barracks the ventilating area ]>er head shall 
be half a w’indow; as the standard grated window^ is 7' x luilf 
a window* will e{|iiul 12 H(|uare feet. The ventilation must, how. 
ever, be controlled according to season; olhenvise the barrac*ks will 
be too cold and draughty in cold and (lamp w'eather. If a barnii^k 
be not furnished w*ith shutters so arranged as to allows of this lieiiig 
done, it shall he effected, at the dis('retion of the Medical Officer, 
by partially (dosing up the window apertures with temporary l>ri«*k- 
work or iiiattiiig. E^erj* alternate windowr niav lie entirely clos(*d, 
and tha intermediate window’s partially closed up to 3 dr 4 feet 
from the barru(*k floor, or all the windows may l>e partially (dosed 
to this extent. The effects of any such means in modifying the 
perflation of air may be judged of by visiting the sleeping wards 
several imurs after the prisoners have l>een locked up and noting 
the conditiem of the air in the iKirracks; and this should lie done at 
uncertain intenals by the Suiieriti fen deni of the jail and the 
Medical ttfficer. Whenever it appears that a barrack is either 
insufficiently or over ventilated, necessary* stefis must lie taken to 
remedy the defect. Wliatever arrangements are made, all shutters 
of other meuns of closing the windows wdiich are not fixtures (i>,, 
brick-work) must be kept open during the daytime to the fullest 
extent possible, and catches Hhall be provided for the purpose. Nee 
Rule 1173 regarding the airing of blankets and bedding. 

lltL Over the door of every ward there shall be an inscrip- 
tion, either in letters painterl on the w^all or on a tablet of wood 
or metal, showing the class of prisoners tor w’hich it is intended, 
the number of cubic and tmperfieial feet it contains, and the num- 
ber of prisoners whierb it is capable of accommodating- Every 
ward should contain a bed for each prisoner; the number of beds 
to be exactly according to its capacity. Temporiiiv aeeommoda-* 
lion shall be" provided tor any prisoners in excess of this number. 
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Care shall be taken to see that the Lock-up Segioter (No. 12) shows 
the accommodation available in each ward, so as to enaole the 
Superintendent to judge at a glance whether any particular ward 
is ovei^Towded or not. 

1183* When the prisoners have left the barracks, the sweepers 
shall sweep thoroughly clean every part of them and subsequentlv 
i*ub down all window sills, doors, shutters, and gratinus on which 
dust and dirt should not be allowed to accumulate, and shall then 
sweep the enclosures and remove all litter. Walls inside should be 
frequently rubbed dowp with cocoanut husk and lime-washed once 
a year, or oftener if necessary. The inside walls of hospitals shall 
l)e rubbed down and lime-washed once in every three months, not 
clay-washed, but the wards for dysentery and infectious diseases 
shall be lime-washed once in every 'month, whilst they ore occupied 
by patients suffering from such diseases and immediately after they 
are \acated. If the sleeping wards are infesUnl with bugs, kerosine 
or cocoanut oil shall he liherully applied and be followed with a 
coat of lime-wash. 

1184a If, from unavoidable causes, prisoners have temporarily 
to sleep ill workslieds, or verandahs or other buildings not arranged 
for their uci’ommodatioii at night, an iron cot and mat, bamboo 
iiuichan or some sort of raised bed shall be provided for every 
prisoner, and arrangements must be made for protection from the 
weather by the use of jhamps, matting or vurdahif. Every prisoner 
sleeping temporarily in such ])luces shall have an extra blanket. 
Whenever floors are liable to become dump, they should be coated 
with a mixture of tur and ashes, or some equivalent substance; and 
if raiseil musuiiry beds ure used, this coating should intervene 
hetween the beds and the floor. 

1185t Timely arrangements shall be made to avoid the confine- 
ment of prisoners in excess of the sanctioned number. When the 
arrival of excess numbers is apprehended, the Superintendent shall 
at once c^ommunicate with the Inspect or-General’s office by letter 
or, if urgent, by telegraph, asking to what jail a stated number of 
jirisoners may \h> transferred. Ilescriptive rolls of this number 
shall at the same time be prepared and submitted as soon as possible, 
but the reference to the Inspect or-Geiierars office is not to be 
deferred for the completion of these descriptive rolls. On receipt 
of a reply from thV> liispector-Generars office, if there is any 
urgency the Superintendent sluill, under Rule 843, transfer, a 
sufficient number of prisoners in anticipation of formal sanction. 

1186a Return No. 2 shall be submitted punctually on the first 
of every month to the Inspector-General, showing the number of 
prisoners who slept in the wards, cells and hospital on the previous 
night, together with the number for whom the wards are adapted. 
Ill the case of overcrowding or anticipated overcrowding it shall be 
slated whether the overn-owding is likely to continue, and what 
measures are proposed for its relief. 

1187* The walls aud roofs of worksheds shaU be swept down 
once a week, and the walls shall be lime-washed at least once a 
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jmr. The 8oor of everj" workshop should be swept daily imme- 
diately after prisoners stop work, and every part includinjr inanu- 
fecturiufir apptianres should be kept clean and free of dust and 
refuse. 


1188« The enclosure area within the four walls of a jail should 
not be less than 75 square yanls per head of total capacity, where 
land is cheap not less than 100 s(|uare yards per head of total 
accommodation should be the minimum or 30 acres for a full-sised 
Central Jail. The height of the main or outer jail wall should be 
14 feet. All comers Miould be rounded. Partition walls round 
female urards should be 11 feet hi|rh; in other cases 5 to 8 feet. 
No building should be nwirer than 1(7 feet to a main wall. In the 
case of double-storied buildings, the distance from the outer wall 
should be equal to the hei};rht of the buildiiij^ or approximately so. 
^0 inside building?, latrine, shed. etc. should be built against an 
outer wall and all such buildings should be l(i feet away from the 
wall (or never less than 12 feet).

Section 11.— Consenranoy. 


1189« The iSuperinteiident, Medical Officer, Jailer, and all sub- 
ordinate officers are responsible for any want of attention paid to 
eouservan<‘y ; it is the duly of official visitors and Mngislnites to 
satisfy themselves that conservancy is properly carried out. The 
Sui>erin ten dent and Jailer should give attention not only to the 
more important subject of dispi>sal of night-soil and refuse matter, 
but also to every detail coiinc<*tcd with the cleanliness and neatness 
•of the jail and its surroundings. The following matters are spe- 
cially Inferred to: — 

Grass plots, paths and open sna4‘es should be kept free from 
• fallen leaves, weeds ana rubbish; accumulations of 
broken bricks, manufactory rubbish, etc., should not be 
allowed. The whole of the jail premises must be clean- 
ed out daily. Grass plots .Hliould Imb kept cut and the 
edges trimmed, and paths should be picked uj) once or 
twice a year and relaid with a dressing of turkhi 
sittings, 

(2) Drains and latrines must l»e kept scrupulously cl^n. 

Cesspools of any kind or descrifition are prohibited 
within jail precincts and no sewage iimt ter shall be per- 
mitted to find its way into the drains of the jail. ^ The 
use of sunk reser>'oirs for refuse water is to l>e avoided, 
llubbish and manure pits are not to 1 h? allowed within 
or near the jail walls. No irrigation or nianuriug is to 
.1)6 allowed within jail walls; any prisoner found pollut- 
ing the drains shall la* ie|Kirted for punishment, likewise 
any convict or other officer who permits such a 
nuisance. 

(3) Buies 651, 1118, and 1183, relating to the cleanliness of 

the persons and clothing of prisoners, of cooking uten- 
sils, workshops, wards, doors and gratings should be 
strictly enforced. 
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(4) The inner aspect of the walls of the jail and outer walls oi 
wards should, after the rains have ceased when they aia 
weather-stained, be rubbed down and lime-washed. 

(6) Cleanliness and order should be observed in the offices in 
respect of ceilings, floors, walls, furniture, etc., and at 
the main gate. 

(6) The hospital should receive special attention. Oodowns 
must oe kept clean, well arranged, and well ventilated, 
their contents should be aired as often as possible. 


Rais tss. 
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1190« Each enclosure shall, if possible, have a separate day 
latrine, on the approved type plan, and there shall be a sufficient 
number of seats to allow the latrine parade to be carried out rapid, 
ly. The number of seats shall l>e sufficient to complete the latrine 
parade in half an hour, allowing each prisoner 5 minutes, and more 
if necessary. When overcrowding occurs additional temporary 
latrines must be promptly provided. 

1191. Provision shall be made for the permanent supply of 
dry earth in every luiriiie. A sufficient quantity should be pounded 
and stored during the dry season for use during the rains. The 
mehtern shall daily place in each latrine a sufficient oiiantity of 
earth for use during the day, and between or in front of e^ery two 
seats there shall be a 1k)x containing dry earth, furnished with a 
wooden or iron scoop of sufficient dimensions. The earth should be 
garden mould and ue dry and sifted so as not to be coarser than 
ordinary iturkhi for mortar. 


1192. Separate receptacles shall be provided in all latrines for^ 
solid and liquid excreta, and the use of them shall be fully explain.’ 
ed by the mehtera to all prisoners. The mrhters shall put a layer 
of dry earth at least one inch thick into each receptacle for solid 
excreta before it is used, and every prisoner after he has qsed a 
receptacle shall cover his dejecta with a scoo}^full of dry earth. 

JVolf. — Them* rulos for use of dry earth do not apply to those jails whei'e the 
night soil is rennoved and dumped into under-ground sewers. 


Ralt 141 . Vessels for urine shall be one-third filled w’ith winter. 

Besides those in the latrine, a vessel shall be placed in each work- 
ahed and ward. Iron vessels sliould be thoroughly washed out 
daily and frequently tarred. 

Rale MS. 1194. A special ivell-raised platform draining into a receptacle 

which can be removed and carried away when filled shall be pro- 
vided outside eairh latrine for personal ablution, and shall be pro. 
perly screened off from public view with partitions similar to those 
in the latrines. The number of partitions shall be, at least, in the 
proportion of one-fourth the^ number of latrine seats. The use of 
water for personal ablution inside any latrine other than a trough 
latrine is absolutely prohibited, 

1195. When the latrine ^ parade is being carried out, the 
mehiert attached to each latrine shall be present, and shall call the 
convict overseer's attention to any prisoner who 'does not nee diy 
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earth as ordered in Rule 1192. Immediately after each latrine 
parade the mmier gang shall cover up all the solid excreta with a 
thick layer of earth and remove it and the soiled vessels to the 
*garden/where it shall be buried in trenches. Having clean^ the 
vessels, the mehters shall' bring them back and replace them in the 
latrines ready for the next parade. The cleaning of all vessels con. 
nected with conservancy shall be done outside the jail walls. 

Before taking up ground for trenching it shall be efficiently drained 
so that the surface layers of the soil shall be free from mituration 
by storm or flood water. The trenches shall be one foot broad, one 
foot deep, running parallel to each other at intervals of 18 inches. 

The night-soil shall be deposited therein to the depth of three inches 
and the earth dug out shall then be returned to the treiudi. The 
trenches shall Im* made as straight as possible with the help of a 
rope, and right across the field to be manured, and may be dug by 
the garden gang, but must be filled in by the i/ir/iYcr.<. The 
trenches should be prepared a day in advance every day for the 
next day’s excreta. Tne urine and latrine ablution winter should 
be buried in separate trenches some distance removed from the 
night-soil trenches. The warder in charge of the mrhter gang 
shall be punished for jierinitting neglect of these orders.

1196> The earth with which tiighi-soil trenches are re-filled llii 

should \ie tightly rammed and if flies are numerous in any jail the Ittli Asgail 
Superintendent should at once personally take steps to asceitain 
whether they are c<»fiiing from these trenches by, if netessary, net* 
ting them with muslin utr a few days. If it is found that flies are 
coming from that source it is clear that more attention needs to l>e 
paid to the carrying out of the night-soil system. As a further 
prevention against flies, the plan may Ik* tried of fastening sheets 
of oiled Slicking tightly down over recently closed trenches and 
covered w^ith a layer of earth, 

1197* All refuse from the cook-hoUM* mit fit for food for cattle 
shall he disposed of in the same way as night-soil, hut sw’eepiiigs 
and dry vegetalile refuse should be thrown into a manure pit on 
jail land us far as from the jail as possible. 

1198* A latrine shall be provided for the paid w^urders, and 
shall Ire worked on the same principles as are prescribed for the 
prisoners* latrines. Any wanier found defiecating nlniut the jail 
or on jail land should Ih> punished. 

1199. K very stleepintr wanl .HhuII be provided wiUi u vesMel for RulM ItTft 11IS. 
urine, a nifcht latrine, and an earth rewirvoir with a wwiden or iron 
(troop! The latrine for the sake of decenry nhall have a at-reen 
three feet high in front of it. The watohuien ahonld In* warned to 
^carefully watch any prisoner who B«)es to the night latrine and 
report his name in the morning to the Head Warder on duty, who 
sMl report to the Jailer.

The drainage of the land round the jail shall be care- 
i'ully attended to, and drainage channels should be made where 
necessary. All low or hollow ground and stagnant pods shall be 
filled up with clean earth. It is the duty of the Medical Officer to 
bring to notice any defects of drainage within the jail area or its 
vicinity. The coustruction of public latrines, sewage drains, or 
any insanitarv condition in the neighbourhood of the jail likely to 
affect the health of the prisoners shall be reported to the Inspector- 
General. 


Section III.— Water-supply. 

1203 . Wherever a municipal water supply has been introduc- 
ed, the jail should be connected with it, if this is advantageoas. 
In other cases water shall be obtained from the purest water-supply 
in the neighbourhood urhenee it can be obtaineef in sufficient quau- 
tity. Before deciding upon the source from which water shall be 
taiieii, samples shall be sent to the Director of Public Health, 
Bengal, for examination. Every possible precaution shall be taken 
to prevent the pollution of the water-supply either at its source of 
in distribution, every officer of the jail shall exercise the utmost 
vigilance to this end. 

1204 . When obtained from rivers it should be drawm fiiom the 
main current and not from any back channel or stagnant water, or 
from shallow places near the bank. In shallow rivers with 
gradually sloping batiks, if there is a good current near the bank, 
a boarded foot-wav shall be built out, from which the supply may 
be drawn at a sutAcient depth. If, from the proximity of villages 
or other causes of pollution, the water near the shore is likely to 
be impure, it shoulu be drawn from a boat placed in midstream. 

1205 . If a welB is selected, the masonry cylinder shall be 
water-tight so as not to admit of percolation from the upper strata, 
and the well shall be surrounded w'ith a masonry platform and 
drain connected with the surface drainage system of the jail to 
carry off spill water and prevent it from soaking into the ground. 
On 110 account shall night-soil or any other refuse be buried within 
such distance of wells used for drinking or bathing purposes as 
will permit of sewage or other organic matter percolating into 
them. The selected w*ells shall be so covered as to prevent pollu- 
tion by substances being dropped or falling into them. It is 
better to employ one well largely in the service of the jail than 
to use several wells. If the supply from one well is insuffioieni, 
the well should, if possible, be enlarged, and deepened to such 
extent as is necessary.

Wells which have I>eeu cleansed should Rail 1111 
be disinfected with perinhiiganate of potassium before the water 
is used. 

1897. The raising and distributiou of water shall preferably 
be effected by means of a pump and uipes. It a bucket and winon 
be used for raising water, niecbanical means sliult be provided for 
emptying the bucket at a sufficient height above the well. 

1208. Wherever necessary, jails shall be provided with filters. 

Arrangements shall be made for chlorinating the drinking water 
and that used at the cook-house and in the |ireparation of food. 

The filter should be at sn<*h a height from the ground that the 
water may be distributed from it by pipes to places where it is 
required for use. For the distribution of drinking water at meal 
times covered cans with sliort sjiouts shall he used; and the water- 
carriers shall he prevented from touching the water with their 
hands. Two glasses shall be provided at the filter to conipure the 
uufiltered and filtered water. 


1209i Every sleeping ward and cell shall be proviiletl with Kelt T3T, 
drinking water* and prisoners at %vork shall be supplied with as 
much drinking water as is necessary. The receptacles used for 
holding or conveying drinking water shall lie covenul and shall be 
thoroughly cleaned out daily. They shall be used for in* other 
purpose. The water shouhl be kept as cool as possible. 

1210. Water used for drinking and culinary puriKises shall 

•be analysed every year and a bacteriid<»gical examination shall be •• ^ •• 
iiiufle when required. The exa ruination of these water’s will be ^ 

curried out by the Director (d Public lleulth, Bengal, and special lilt, 

instruction u.s to the collection of samples will he fluly notified by 
Circukir from time to time. 

1211. A bathing platform on an approved plan shall he pro- 
vided in each enclosure of the jail in which prisoner’s are confined. 

These bathing jdatforni.s shall In* filled with water every ttiorning 
and afternoon, and .shall be visited by the prisoners in gangs in 
the manner laid down in Chapter XVI. In the hot weather the 
supply of bathing water should he increased in (|iiantity. Bathing 
in tanks i.s for hidden. 
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OHAPTRR XL.— MEDICAL ADMINISTRATION. 

Saotion !•— Camral Mittari. 

1212. The health of every prisoner shall be described as either 
**had'* OT^ indifferent.** Prisoners who on admission to 
jail appear to be in normal health, are free from organic disease 
and are well up to average weight shall be recorded as in good 
health. Prisoners, who on admission to jail are found to be suffer, 
ing from serious malnutrition, or disease (other than trivial or tern* 
porary ailments), suck as necessitates immediate medical treat, 
ment, shall be recorded as in bad health. The same standard of 
health shall be adopted throughout the province. 

121S. There is no direct relation between the health of a pri- 
soner as recorded by the Medical Officer, and the task to be exacted 
from him; this latter necessarily varies with the physical capa- 
bility of the individual. The duty of the Medical Officer is to see 
that no labour is allotted to any prisoner that is not consistent with 
his physical (‘ondition, c.//., a prisoner with only one arm may be 
in good heiilth but is certainly incapable of hard labour, whereas 
a skilled printer in indifferent health may be capable of giving a 
full task at composing. 

^ NoU , — Instructions in regard to the Medical Officer’s duties on the admission of 
prisoners and the preparation of descriptive rolls are given in Hulcs C07 and 844, 
respoctiveiy. 


1214. One of the more important duties of the Medical Officer » 
is to keep under his immediate supervision those orisoners who are 
below the normal standard of health or whose pnysical condition 
or previous history appear to indi(‘ate a predisposition to disease. 
The aged and infirm, the aiueinic, those with large sjdeoiis or 
livers, or wath spongy gums or stomatitis of any degree and those 
whose appearance- or physical condition appear to indicate malnu- 
trition should be sought for and seleided, especially during the 
unhealthy months of the year. Prisoners who, with no apparent 
organic disease, come frequently to hospital for irregular fever, 
obscure c^hest pain or looseness of the bowels, however mild or shoH 
in duration the symptoms may be, should be kept under supervi* 
sion. Prisoners admitted from unhealthy districts are predisposed 
to ailments which run a rapid and fatal course. Tney should 
therefore be kept under s{>ecial medical observation for one or two 
weeks after admission, in order that the effect of imprisonment and 
jail diet upon them may be noted; but if kept in hospital, ihey 
shall be shown os under observation for 48 hours only. 

1215. Variation in weight is one of the most valuable means 
at our disposal for estimating the condition of health of individuals. 
The ratio of body vpeight to height is fairly constant, and though, 
especially in India — where racial peculiarity and environment are 

S redomihant factors — it is obviously impossible to lay down any 
ard-and-fast rule concerning this ratio, yet it is possible to obtain 
decided help from the statistics of large numbers. It must be 
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borne in mind that the neat majority of those who form the ori« 
minal populntion of Indian jails is admitted in a or less 

debilitated oondition, suffering from want, malnutrition and 
disease ; the weight of these prisoners cannot obviously be accept- 
ed as bearing any true ratio to their height, and some standard of 
comparison, however rough, must be accepted as valuable in so far 
as it is the teaching of experience and really the only standard at 
our disposal. 

The following formula, deduced from over 28.000 weighments. 
ma;r he accepted as an approximate standard of the relation of 
weight to height in adult male Bengalis and Beharis between the 
ages of 25 and 45. **Taking 100 lbs. to lie the approximate 
standard weight for a man of 5 feet high, add *1 lbs. for each inch 
above that height up to 5 feet 7 inches. For 5 feet 8 inches and 
over, add 4 lbs. per inch’*. 

e./;., — A man of 5 feet 2 inches should weigh aliout 106 Ihs.

1216. E very prisoner in the j4ul shall be weighed once a fort- 
night, on Sunday, and his weight shall be recorded on his history 
ticKet in piounds, avoirdupois. The Medical Subordinates shall 
carry out this duty with usssitant^e, if necessary. Projierlv adjust, 
ed beam scales shall he used, not steel yards or spring nalanees. 
When a prisoner is jiut in fetters, the weight of the fetters shall be 
entered in the history ticket at the time they are put on; likewise 
the weight of the ankle-ring in the cases of prisoners wdio work out- 
wide the jail walls, so that the exact deduction of the weight of the 
fetters, or ankle-ring, may lie made from the gross weight before 
the fortnightlv ivei^j^meiit is recorded. Prisoners in Division III 
shall be weighed only in their juni/eahs and with ankle-ring and 
fetter^f if they have them.

1M7. An abstract of the results of each weighment shall be 
furnished to the Stiiierin ten dent and Medical Officer on the follow-

(•1) The nuiiilier who during the last three successive weigh- 

meiits have lost under 3 Ilis. 

(4) The nuniber who during the last three successive weigh- 

ments have lost 3 to 5 llis. 

(5) The number who during the last three successive weigh- 

ments have lost above 5 lbs. • 

(6) The number who have lost more than 7 lbs. since admis- 

sion. 

(7) The percentage to the total number weighed of those who

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All prisoners wbo have lost weight to the extent indicated in 
items (4), (5) and (6) shall be smarately traded for the inspec- 
tion of the Superintendent and Medical Officer. 

A weight chart (B. J. Form No. 103) shall be maintained for • 
each long-term prisoner and also for every prisoner below the 
standard referred to in Buie 1215. 

1218 « A svstem of '^gangs’* has been adopted in Indian jails 
for the special observation and treatment of those prisoners — ^not 
actually in hospital — ^whom the Medical Officer considers to require 
his special supervision. It should, however, be remembered that 
a hi^ rate of sick in hospital with a low g;ang rate is, as a rule, 
better for the general health than the opposite conditions. 

Prisoners who, from age or infirmity, are permanently unfitted 
to work, and convalescent recently discharged from hospital who 
are temporarily unfitted to work, shall be jdaced in the Convale*^ 
cent ana Infirm Gang (referred to as the ^^Convalescent Gang^); 
other weakly |>risoners who, though requiring H|)ecial consideration, 
are yet able to perform light tasked lahour, shall be placed in the 
^^Special Gang* Prisoners who, without exhibiting any parti- 
cular debility, are losing weight should be placed in a ^^Losing 
Weight Gang** for more particular observation and weekly weigh- 
ment. 

All hospital gangs shall l>e subdivided into A and B class and 
the classes shall be kept as separate as possible. 

1219 « The ^'speciaiy and * ^convalescent” gangs, the prisoners 
of^ which shall respectively always remain togetner and not be 
mixed up with other gangs, shall be weighed evej^ week instead of 
every fortnight, on such days as the Medical Officer may fix, and^ 
the progressive weekly weighments shall be recorded in a special* 
register (No. 29) to be shown to the Medical Officer. A separate 
re(prd shall be kept of the nuinbers in these gangs daily, and the 
daily average number in each shall be furnished in the inpnthly 
returns. 

1220 « The labour on which the ^special” gangs shall be 
employed shall be light work suitable to their condition, and if 
necessary under cover. The “convalescent and infiim gang” shall 
be seen every day by the Medical Officer, under whose order some 
light work, witnout task, such as sorting wool, winding yam, 
attending the sick, etc., nia> he given to them, or the Medical 
Officer may recomm^d any weak or convalescent prisoner for 
un-tasked work in the garden. The “special” gang snail be seen 
daily by the Medical Subordinate. The mid-day rest prescribed 
in Rule 783 shall throughout the year be allowed to them in their 
wards. 


1221 * The Medical Officer shall devise a special diet scale for 
each of these gangs, or order any special diet necessary in paiii- 
cular oases. They may Iie^giveu a better quality of rice than ordi- 

K prisoners and may be allowed oil for inunction daily before 
ing. Meat, fish, milk, dahi^ goor^ potatoes, or extra vege- 
tables may be allowed. Meat, fish, milk or dahi may be given 
in lieu of quantities of ddl of equal nutritive value, to be deducted 
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from the reffu^. ration or, if the Medical Officer considers it advis- 
able, may be given in excess of the regular scale. 

1223L These gangs should, if possible, be accommodated in 
^ip*per wards at night. Prisoners of these gangs should all have the 
extra clothing and bedding ordered for them in Rule 1168. 

122S. Both these gangs shall be carefully and freouently exa- 
mined' by the Medical Officer with the view- to the early detection 
of sickness and of removing from them eveiy^ prisoner who has 
recovered health and no longer re<|uires special attention. A 
register (No. 29) showing for each gang separately the name, 
register number, date of attachment to the gang, and date of dis> 
charge of each prisoner, shall be kept^ ancl no prisoner shall l e

1224* Whenever there is an unusual proport iim of the pri- 
soners who have lost weight, or there is a general tendeiK'y to 
scurvy or to ulceration of the gums, or anaemia, or an increase of 
admissions to hospital fn)ni dy^seiitery or other howel com plaints, 
the Medical Officer shall imike (uirelul enquiry to ascertain the 
cause. The diet of all the prisoners shall be varied by the liberal 
issue of animal food in lieu of etc., as ordered in Rule 1104, 
and potatoes, onions, and radishe.s may be added to the vegetables. 
Both the Siiperintendent and the Medical (Mficer shall occasionally 
visit the prisoners while at their meals to ascertain if there are any 
complaints regarding the food, and note if much of it is left un- 
eaten. If the food appears to be unpalatable owing to want of 
variety, this should be remedied as far as possible, 

122S« Tf the loss of w^eiglit is more marked amongst prisoneis 
on one form of labour than on another, the tasks should be care- 
fully regulated, and the prisoners employed on that particular work 
should lie c hanged if the tendency to lose w^eigbt continues. 
Prisoners who at three succ'essive weigh men ts are found to be losing 
weight, •or in whom the loss of weight at any wetghmeiii is fouiiri 
to be great, shall not be placed on hard laliour. On the other hand, 
the Meclical Officer should guard against being iniposed upon l>y 
prisoners who scheme to lose w^cight or to cause sicknoM. This is 
attempted I'hiefiy amongst the prisoners of the habitual class. 
Prisoners who are losing weight and are found to leave their food 
for a day (>r two immediately l>efore the day for their usual fort- 
nightly weighmeiit should be weighed unexjfHHdedlv at short irre- 
gtuar iiitcMvals, cnlil it is rlfaily demonstrated whether they are 
w*il fully ratising the los.s: and any prisoner provcnl beyond doubt 
to^liave done this, or to have taken any dedeterious substance to 
cause sickness, should Im punished when "hi to bear punishment. 

1228* Medical Officers should carefully regulate the hygienic 
treatment of the general body of prisoners according to season. 
The Medical Officer shall, therefore, exercise his disirretion as to 
the time at which the prisoners shall lie taken out of their wards 
in the early morning, and he may dire<4 t^iut at the early morning 
pamdes before prisoners march to their, work, they shall lie allow- 
ed to have with them, and cover thetiiiiehes with, one of the 
blankets supplied to them as bedding. He should ascertain that 
the orders m Rule 1169» given with the object of ensuring that 
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prisonen shall havs dry dothing when they retom to their wards 
after their work, are carried out; that prisoners are not unneces< 
sarily exposed to the weather either wbi^ at work or in their 
wards, and, if he is not Superintendent, bring any neglect of these 
rules to the Superintendent’s notice. 

1227i The prophylaxis and treatment of malaria in jails are 
matters requiring the constant attention of the medical staff. 
Destruction of mosquito larvte by kerosine oil and tar should be 
accompanied by systematic drainage or fflling up of stai^ant pools,

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Seotion II.— Hoipital MMagement 

1230. It is the duty of every mil servant at once to bring to 
tlie notice of the Meaical Suborainate any circumstances from 
which the sickness of any pri^ner may be inferred. If a prisoner 
lie observed to visit the Intriiie oftener than usual, he shall .be 
removed to a segregation ward for observation. 

1231. In every jail, separate hospitals shall be provid^ for 
male and female prisoners. All prisoners complaining of illness 
shall be brought before the Medical Officer and shall examined 
by him, and he shall determine whether they shall be placed under 
medical observation or treated as ou^^tetients, or admitted to 
hospital; or if he thinks ^^necessary, he wall take any other action 
he 18 empowered to take by these niles, 

123S. (1) Any prisoner may he detained in the hospital for 
48 hoursg bat not longer, under medical observation, without being 
brought on the hoepital register. Eveiy prisoner who is under 
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medical obewaiion or treatment for longer than 48 houra and is 
not in the ^'omvalescent” or ''special*] gangs, or a supposed lunaUc, 
shall be enteied in the hospital register and be included in the 
hospital statiitics. 

(Sjl^ The names of prisoners so detained under obser\*ation shall 
be enured in the "Morning State of Sick’* (B. J. Form No. 104) 
or in a special register, and their disposal either by admission to 
hospital, further detention, or discharge, shall 1 m» entered therein 
daily by the Medical Officer or under his 8uper>nsion by the Medical 
Subordinate.

12S8« Where the Medical Officer considers it desirable, the 
cots bf sick prisoners should lie carrie<l out with the patients on 
them and pla<*ed in the hospital yard under the shade eitner of trees 
or building at least for part of the day so that they may get moie 
fresh air than in the hospital. 

12S7* A proper place for washing and boiling the soiled 
hospital <*r other clothing and sheets shall l>e pnivided, and the 
blankets and blanket clothing shall frequently be boiled. Pri- 
soners in hospital who are not too ill shall bsithe daily at such time 
as the Medical Officer shall direct. 

123S> The diet of prisoners in hospital is entirely under the 
M^ical Officer s control, and he may oraer in each individual case 
such diet as he considers necessary, and may flx the hours at which 
the food shall be distributed, but, as a nue, all sick prisoners in 
hospital should receive four meals a day, and oftener if necessary'. 
In large jails there sha!. be a separali cook-shed in the hospital lor 
ike preparation of food for the sick, aad a special convict cook, or 
cooks, shall be aupoiiiied. Utensils of suitable aise and capacity 
shall be provided specially for the hospital; and arrangements 
should be made for the frequent feeding df tbe sick^ and for having 
eago and other ^vaUd food omslantly reedly- 
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ISSk Dangerous, noisy or filthy lunaties shall not be kept ui 
the ho^ital, but in separate cells (see BuIm 740 and 1038). 

1240* In some cases it will be well for prisoners actually in 
hospital to hare some employment. Easy work should therefore 
be provided for these prisoners, but no task should be exacted. 

1241a No prisoner shall be transferred lor the benefit of his 
health without the previous sanction of the Inspecior-Oeneral. If 
any prisoner, transfemd for the benefit of his nealth, dies, within 
three months after his arrival, of the disease on account of which 
he was transferred, his death shall be borne on the returns of the 
transferring jail; but if he die of a different disease or after the 
lapM of three months from the date of his transfer, the death shall 
be included in the returns of the jail at which he died. In the 
former case, his admission shall not be included in the statistics 
of the receiving jail, or his transfer in the statistics of transfer of 
the despatching jail. 

1242fl The chief cause of mortality in Bengal jails has been 
usually dysenterv or a group of symptoms described as dysentery, 
which is often the terminal affection or last complication of other 
diseases. Prisoners who have suffered from dysentery in their own 
homes will be subject to a recurrence of the disease from slight 
seasonal changes or other trifling causes which (cannot be anticipat* 
ed, but a large amount of jail dysentery is preventable. The early 
recognition and treatment of irregularity of bowel-action will be 
secured if the orders in Buies 641, 1199 and 12^30 are complied 
with. On the assumption that (jeriain forms of dysentery are 
infectious, all (jases of dvsentery and diurrlupa should be treated 
in a, separate ward; all loose stools from such patients should be 
disinfected and destroyed by fire; and all wards, beds, bedding, 
clothes and latrine vessels used by them should be thoroughly dis- 
infected. Prisoners suffering from venereal disease should also be 
segregated as far as practicaible. 

All cases of pulmonary tuberculosis should, as far as prac- 
ticaible, be segregated in special wards and open air treatment 
adopted wherever possible. Such cases of tubercle as are fit for 
removal should be transferred to Suri and Comilla District 
Jails from the jails in the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions 
and the Dacca, Chittagong and Bajshahi Divisions, respectively, 
but every death at these centres shall be debited to the jail from 
which the patients came, whatever length of time may have 
elapsed since the transfer. 

All cases of malarial fever should be provided with mosquito, 
nets. The administration of quinine in small doses in the treat- 
ment of true malarial fever is practically useless. Koch*$ five days 
consecutive quinine treatfnent is commended for general use; it con- 
sists of administering 30 grains in the morning of each of the first 
and second days and 15 grains on each of the third, fourth.and fifth 
days. 

124S« The following registers shall be maintained by the

Rales Nil 1171 sible, prevented. Newly-admitted prisoners shall ' be kept in 
quarantine, as far as the structural arrangements of the jail permit, 
for seven days or such longer period as may be necessary to cover 
the incubation period of the disease to be guarded against. 

1247. The Medical Officer shall in the event of the appearance 
of epidemic disease of any kind among the prisoners or officers of 
the jail, be responsible that all measures and precautions which 

' may be necessary or expedient to meet the emergency and prevent 

the spread of the disease, are promptly taken and that the rules and 
orders regulating such matters are fully enforced. 

Rnia Ittt. Vaccination and re-vaccination should be specially had recourse 

to when small-pox appears in the vicinity of a jail. At such 
times the Medical Officer should parade all prisoners and select 
for va(!cinatiou those who appear to be insufficiently protected. 
Vac(;ine lymph can lie obtained from the Vengu] Vaccine Depot at 
No. 2 Convent I>Uie, Kntally, Calcutta. 

When cholera is epidemic, inoculation with anti-cholera 
vaccine may lie resorted to, but in eyeiy case it must be clearly 
understood that the prisoner is willing and desirous that such 
inoculation shall be performed, and this fact shall be specially 
recorded on his histoiy' ticket. No compulsion shall be exercised 
in the matter. The necessary virus for inoculation ran be obtained 
from the Bengal Public Health Department. Calcutta or from the 
» Central Research Institute, Kasauli (Telegraph address — Problem. 
Kasauli). 

1248. Immediately upon the appearance of any case of infec- 
tious disase or any disease which is likely to assume an epidemic 
form, the Medical' Officer shall rerort the fact to the Sapwigton- 

dili Olrtolar Ns. dent for the information of the Inspector-General, together with 
f St lilt. any recommendations he may think fit to make in view of prevent- 
ing the spread of the disease and of otherwise dealing with it. 

1248. On the occurrence of any case of grave infectious

may he trained in epidemiology, to hold an enquiry and to refiort ' 
the result to the Inspector-tieneral of Prisons, who should send a 
copy of such report to the l*uldic Health rommissioner with the

A report of the oc<uirreiu'e of epidemic diseases shall also l>e 
submitted to the Diret^ior of I’ulilu* Health, Bengal, stating the 
numbers of attacks and deaths with their dates of occurrence weekly 
by the Superintendents of those Jails only in which such events 
tdke place. No report or return need he suhiniited by those Jails 
which have had no svudi fic*curreiH‘e during the week. Such returns 
shall he jiosted by the Saturday of the we<*k to which they i*elate. 

12B9« The existence of sporadic cases of infectious disease 
(other than plague) is, in these days of careful s(«gregaiion , no 
reason for the absolute prohibition of the transfer of prisoners to 
or from the infe<*tcd jail. The Medical tffficer should use his 
discretion and. if considered advisable, the Suneriutendent may 
notify other jails that transfers either to or from his jail are 
stopped. In the case of a transfer from an infected jail, the Super, 
intendent shall, invariably, notify the existence of the diseasi^ to 
the Superintendent of the* jail to which the prisoner is transferred. 

Prisoners transferred from u jail in which small-pox has existed 
during the previous fifteen days should, if necessarv, be re- 
vaceinated before transfer. No transfers should lie made front a talf ill.

Th« body of any prisoner, who Jias died from any grave 
infectious disease, shall at once he enveloped in a sheet saturated 
with solution of corrosive sabliniate <1 in 1000) or some other 
strong disinfectant and shall be disposed of with the least possible 
delay ; if not burnt, it should be buried with en aille supply til 
qucififlse. ^ 



Gases of grave inf ectiom; disease shall be entirely seg^ 
gated and shall be treated in separate wards, huts, or tents 
i. 0. He. 3ii7 preferably in a remote part of the jail grounds. If the isolatm 
sheds are outside the j*aiL there should be a room for the medica^ 
fim AprN ifie, gtibordinate on duty. Special attendants imd guards shall be 
detailed. All persons who have come or are likely to come in con- 
tact with a case of small-pox shall be vaccinated at once. 

125S. The hospital shall be lime-washed, and especial care be 
taken that all hospital arrangements to meet an outbreak of epi- 
demic disease are complete. 

1254t In the event of an outbreak or threatened outbreak of 
cholera the drinking water, if tank or well water, shall, if possible, 
be changed to some other source of wholesome supply; wells ana 
reservoirs shall be disinfected. In every ease the water must be 
chlorinated. Food should be constantly inspected to ensure that 
it is of good quality, cleanly preparecf, well-cooked and easy of 
digestion. No work shall be done until the prisoners have had the 
eurlv morning meal. Attention should be paid to regularity of 
meals, so that long fasts shall be avoided; and prisoners shall be 
eiK^ouraged not to drink water between meals or on an empty 
stomach. The food supplies and water should be carefully guarded 
against contamination. The possibility of the cx>nveyance of the 
<*holeia poison by insect life (flies) "should not be overlooked. 
Special provision should be made to obviate this source of danger. 
The purity of milk and of milk vessels should receive special atten- 
tion. All milk should be boiled before use. 

1255i If gastric distiirbances are prevalent, attention shall be 
paid not. only to the inmates of the affected barracks, but to the 
jirisoners generally. All the officials and prisoners in the ja\l 
may have dilute sulphuric acid administered to them, with or with, 
out quinine, and snail be encouraged to drink water acidulated 
wuth sulphuric acid. 

12S6« All the prisoners should be individually questioned as 
to the condition of their bowels, and every man who has the slightest 
diarrlnra shall be immediately brought to the notice of the Sub- 
Assistaui Surgeon. In a large jail this will re(iuire the co-operation 
of all ranks. The earlier a patient is treated, the greater is the 
chance of his recovering. Ihiring the night and early morning 
en(]uiries as to the health of the inmates of each barrack shall be 
made by the sentries, and any man attacked by premonitory symp- 
toms shall be at onf*e removed for treatment. 

1257t The bedding and clothing of all prisoners shall be well 
aired and then laing up in the barracks, all of which, vrith the 
clothing and liedding, shall be w'ell fumigated with sulphur, as 
directed in Kule 1260. After the fumigation has been completed, 
the buildings shall be thoroughly ventilated before the prisoners 
are allowed to occupy them. The numbers confined in the barracks 
at night should be reduced as much as possible by providing short- 
term prisoners with temporary accommodation elsewhere, 

12B8t The strictest attention shall be paid to all sanitary 
regulations, especially to the dry-eartb system of conservancy, 
being taken to see that the earth is really dry and well ttftad, 
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aad not sand/ and that it is "" applied immediately and in proper 
quantity* It also be found of adyantage to have dry*earth 
^>read near patients suffering from cholera^ so as to receive any 
sudden discharges which would otherwise fall on the floor. The 
sti^ of sweepen shall be increased, and if there are not sufficient 

f irisoners of this c^te, the extra number required shall be engaged 
rom outside the jail. 

ISM* ^ All the prisoners shall be removed from the barrack or 
building in which a case of cholera occurs, and other aocomnioda* 
tion shall be provided for them elsewhere with as little delay as 
powble; they shall on no account be distributed among the other gals lilt, 
prisoners, but shall be kept altogether apart from them, under 
observation in a separate building and yard both during the day 
and night, so as to effectually prevent their mingling with the 
other prisoners. Their excreta shall be separately collecteil and 
carefully disinfected before removal. At'iduhited solution of per- 
chloride of mercury is a most powerful disinfectant. If there is 
no other accommodation, huts should be erected or tents shall be 
piU'hed for them outside the jail. 

12M> The barrack shall be at once disinfected; the walls shall lf§l. 
be thoroughly scraped; the if of earth, dug up to the depth 

of two or three inches; and the roof and rafters well brushed and 
washed w'ith some strong disinfectant. As far us possible, purificn. 
tion shall be extemled to the yard in wdiicli the Wrnit k is situnied 
and all that it contains, specially the latrines. The floors, if of 
earth, shall )>e dug up and the walls scrapnl and lime*w*ashed. 

If earthen pans liave Iw^en in use in the privies they shall all be 
immediately broken and buried; if the utensils are of iron, straw 
.should be liuriit in them. These iiuiaiis of purification shall, if 
possible, be carried out liy ]iris<»uers who occupied the barrack 
where the case of cholera oc<'urred. All the sc railings, etc., result- 
ing from these operations shall In? carefully collected and burnt 
or buaied without delay. 

1261* Sulphurous acid can be produced by melting common 
sulphur in a metal vessel over a fire, and then setting fire to the 
sulphur, which should be allowed to bum out. Whilst the 
sulphurous acid is thus given off as a vapour, all doors, windows 
ana other apertures must be closed as thoroughly as possible. The 
fumigation should In* continued for at least hours. 

1202 * Tents intended to be used for i\fe treatment of infec- 
tious cases shall he marked with ti large red cross, so that they 
can be thoroughly disinfecteil after use.

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lilt lt#l» 19lt« The dejecta sl^uld be received in earthen vetsek con« 

taininff tome strong disinfectant and, with all hospital nljiM. 
immediately transferred to the incinerator with which each jail ^ 
should be provided. The earthen vessels will then be destroyed 
and burnt. A vomit or gtool*pan used by a cholera patient sh^l 
on no account be used by anyone else. The disinfection and purity 
of the persons and clothing of attendants on cholera patients uiould 
be strictly enforced, and they should not be allowed to eat food or 
drink water which have remained in the vicinity of cholera patients 
or their dejecta. Any part of an iron cot soiled by vomit or excreta 
should be strongly heated over a fire, and then painted with tar: 
clothing or bedding and blankets, and straw so soiled, whether of 
patients, attendants or jail officer, should be burnt. If earthen 
neds be soiled they should be pulled down and the materials be 
disposed of as ordered in Rule 1260. Earthen floors- soiled by 
patients should likewise be treated as directed in that rule. 

126^ On the recovery or death of a patient from such (jtrave 
infectious disease, his biding and clothing shall be inunediately 
burned, and the tent or hut shall be thoroughly fumigated with 
sulphurous acid. 

lalfS mil Itit. 1265i If the circumstances of the jail should render the segre- 
gation of a case of grave infectious disease imj)OS8ible, the Superin. 
tendent shall, with the sanction of the Magistrate of the district, 
remove the prisoner to any hospital which has been set aside for 
the accommodation of siich patients, provided his offence was 
trivial and the term of his sentence is short. The prisoner, on 
recovery, and when the risk of infection has passed, shall be 
remanded to jail to serve the remainder of his sentence. 

1288. Minor infectious diseases — such as mumps, measles, ’ 
chicken-pox, etc., must on no account be neglected. Senega tion 
for the full period must l)e enforced. These diseases, if allowed to 
spread, may seriously interfere w'ith the industries of a jail. The 
value of oil inunction in the exfoliative stage of infectious exanthe- 
matous disease should be remembered. Cases of scabies need not, 
as a rule, be admitted to hospital, but segregation should be 
enforced. 


Seotiofi IV.— Health Camps. 

1287 . One or two encamping grounds have been selected for 
each jail. Their jmsition should be described in manuscript 
against this rule in the Code, so that in the frequent changes of 
officials the exact position of these camps may be known to the new- 
comers. The camping grounds selected should possess the follow- 
ing advantages: — (1) The sites should be easy of access. (2) They 
should not be on the great lines of communication. ' (3) Thw 
should be above flood-level, and as far as possible dry and elevated. 
(4) A fairly good water-si^ply should be available. The right of 
using .these camps whenever ^quired must be carefullv establish- 
ed byjthe Magistr|ite of the district. Plans sho#ing the poiitioiia 
of drainage channels and arrangement of tents ia the eampi^^aU 
be prepared under the orders of the Sui^riniendeht of each jail and 
be posted in this Code. If possible in wet weather the gfonnd 



likely to be ocra^ed by tents should he keni untilled. Immedinie* 
ly a case of cholera occurs, the Superintendent should inspect these 
pimping grounds afresh, and satisfy himself that they are in good 


order* 


IfM For eyery jail sef^rately shall be drawn up by the 
Sumrintendent and recorded in the spare leaves at the end of this 
Code a programme of what is to be done when an outbreak of grave 
infectious disease rendem necessary the camping out of either part 
or the whole of the prisoners. This proeramme should state in 
detail the quantities of various articles of diet (tit least three days* 
rations), Uie number and size of cooking and water vessels, trays 
for carrying rice, baskets, scales and weights, hurricane lamps, 
ghurraa for filters, cauldrons for Ixiiling water, extra bliinkets, 
kodalieM^ daot^ bamboos, ra|)e, string, latrine vessels, raw mate* 
rials for prisoners* work, fire hooks, a gong, spare fetters and hand- 
cuffs, etc., to he sent out with the prisoners, the arrangements to 
be made for carriage, water-supply, etc. 

1268. In the event of an infectious disease assuming such 
proportions as to make it evident that the measures which have 
been taken are not likely (o che(*k the spread of the ejddeniic, the 
Superintendent (who must keep in constant telegraphic coinitiuni- 
cation with the Iiispector-lieneral) shall, in consiiUatioti with the 
Medical Officer and the Magistrate, arrange for the removal into 
camp of HO many of tlie prisoners as may be considered necessary. 

The evacuation of the whole jail, specially if it he a large jail, is 
seldom ne<*eBsary, and should not he resorted to without the most 
careful consideration. If the monsoon is in progress, it iinist 
involve mtndi ex^nisure which may he injurious. On the other 
hand the evacuation should he so complete sis to tuuihle infiHded 
wards to In* entirely emptied, and if otlier cases still occur, it will 
probably be necessary to vacate the whole of the jail. 

1270. If umler Rule 120ff the Medical Officer, in consultation 
with the Superintendent and the Magistrate of the district, df?cides 
that all or a <*ertain numlK*r of prisoners should he moved into 
camp, the Sui>eriiitendeut shall at once comiiiiiiiiciite this decision 
to the Inspeclor-Oeneral and without loss of time Uike the nei'essary 
action under these rules in anticipation cd orders from higher 
authority.

1278 * The Magistrate of the district, or the officer acting for 
him at headquarters, haying decided under Buie 1269 that the 
prisoners are to be moved into camp, shall make immediate arrange- 
ments for obtaining a police guard. The strength of the gwd 
ftals i71» fJHM* required for each cmss of jail shall be as follows.-^entraT iail, 
4 nead constables and 50 constables. First class district jau, 3 
head constables and 25 constables. All other district jails, 2 head 
constables and 20 constables. If the Superintendent of Police can 
sipply tents for his men, these should be used by them. 

Htnmgth of th<* guards horo given is subject to the power of the 
Inspoctor-Oenenil of Police to supply the number required. When dxtra men have 
to/jc taken on, arrangomcmts must be made, as occasion arises, by tlio Insfiector- 
Goneral of i Prisons, in communication with the Itisjx^ctor'Oenenil of Police. 


1274 . Materials for the following huts shall be purchased and 
dispatched to the site of the camp with a gang of prisoners, who 
should put up the huts and tents as quickly as possible : a hut for 
jail rations, stores and implements; one or two cook-sheds for 
prisoners ; two cook-sheds for Hindus and Muhammadans of the 
warder and police guards; a temporary cow-shed. In pitching 
the camp the importance of density of population on the spread of 
disease should not be overlooked; sumcient space should be left 
between the tents. 

1275 * When the camp is being pitched, the whole area to be 
occupied shall be carofully drained by cutting large central 
channels and connecting tnem with smaller suhsidia^ drains. 
Each tent, as it is put up, should have a drain cut round it. and the 
eaj'th from this drain should be banked up under the shelter of the 
sides and ends of the tent to present water going inside. All the 
drains round tents should have a good fall to the main cliannels. 
During the rainy season tents shall not be placed immediately 
under trees, because if they become wetted they will then remain 
damp. In hot, dry weather, advantage should be taken of the 
shade of trees. In either of these seasons the tents should be near 
trees, which will give shelter to the prisoners whilst at work during 
the day. In hot, dry weather, the open ends should face the wind ; 
during the rainy and cold seasons the sides should be to windward. 
Any leakage in thcetents should be stopped by placing blankets 
over the leaking places. Each tent shall nave straw spread on 
ground about 6 inches in depth. On this the prisoners shall spread 
their tat bedding and blankets. On fine days the whole of this 
straw and bedding shall be taken out and dried. 

1276 * The first march shall be to the camp nearest the jail or 
having the best water-supply. It is desirable to halt at the first 
camping ground for three^days, even though the result of the move 
be at first discouraging. 

1277 . When the move is made into camp, prisoners suffering 
fitim infectious disease shall be left at tbe jau. All the ofiher sick 

E risfiners who are able to be moved in carte, and are not Hkdy w 
e injured by the move, shall be taken into camp. Two distinct 
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luMpit^ be organiaed in camp— «ne for inleetiona and tba 
OfQm lOT prdmary diaeases. On no account abnll any easea be aent 
to rae jail for treatment; aa little communication aball be kept up 
^tn the jail aa pmible. The infectioua diaeaaea hoapital anould 
D6 outside the convict camp to leeward and at least 100 yards from 
it. 

ISTSa In moving prisoners into camp^ only the worst charac- 
ters and the long term prisoners should be fettered. The number 
in fetters should usually not exceed 50 per cent, of the jail popu- 
lation. All prisoners in fetters should sleep together, ana the 
bell-chain may be used or not in the tents occupied by them, as q, d, Ma lit 
the Superintendent deems expedient^ but the use of bell-chain dsM Hi 
should be restricted as far as possible. The night watching of jSV^****^ 
prisoners in camp shall be done in the following manner: All 
convict officials, including convict watchmen, shall be paraded, 
and if they are found to he insufficient in number, the most eligible 
convicts shall be added to their number. It shall be explained 
to them that good service in c^aiiip will be considered special service 
worthy of extra remission. Convict watchmen will not he fettered. 

Over every tw'o tents jilaced at the disteuce of n(»t more than 10 
feet from each other shall be placed five watchmen, who shall 
walk up and down the middle of the space between the two tents for 
two hours in turn. They shall not allow any prisoner to leave his 
bed without first vraking one of their own number and placing the 
prisoners in his charge to be taken to the latrine vessel in the 
tent. One kerosine lantern shall be hung in each tent. Imme- 
diately outside the tents shall be posted a chain of convict-overseer 
sentries. They shall keep the watchmen between the tents on 
the alert, and see that nobody leaves the tents or gates past their 
.beat. At some distance from the convic.l-over.Heer sentries shall 
be a chain of warder .sentries. The ground between the two 
chains of sentries shall be kept illuminated. At some distance 
from the chain of warder sentries .shall be posted the police 
sentries. The Jailer and his .subordinates shall all take pari in 
the duty of fuitrolliiig the camp and visiting the sentries. 

1279. For day gimrding it will be necessary to plac e each gang 
of 1^0 prisoners under a warder, a convict overseer, and two con- 
vict watchmen. The reserve guard and the police will furnish as 
many armed sentries as w^ill give each man two turns of duty of 
three hours each by day. The sentric's should be posted in the most 
c'ommaiiding position, a wav from the prisqpers. There shall be 
four separate guard tents placed on the four sides of the camp, at 
Some little distance from it, and the arms and ammunition shall 
be divided over the four so that the constables and warders shall 
not be helpless if one of. the guard rooms is captured by a sudden 
rush of the prisoners. A sentry with a loaded musket shall be 
placed near each guard tent in such a position that be can at the 
same time* watch two sides of the cjtmp. 

12M> In regard to the establishment to be deputed to take 
charge of the camp, the folloiving principles shall be followed: — 

(a) All prisoners who are left in the jail ehall be confined in 
tM most secure enclosure so as to reduce themiuaber of 
warders needed for guarding them to the minimum. 


(&) When hnlf or more than half the poiwmers are taken into 
camp, whole of the reaerre guard and at least half 
the ordinary warders shall go to the camp with them.^ 

(c) In district jails if only a certain number of the convicts 

are taken into camp, the Jailer shall go into camp and 
live there « 

(d) When the whole of the jail population is in camp the 

Deputy Jailer shall also go and live there. 

(c) At central jails two Deputy Jailers shall go into camp with 
the first batch of convicts. If the number in camp is 
larger than that left in the jail, the Jailer shall move 
into camp instead of one of the l)eputy Jailers. 

(/) The families of jail officers shall not be allowed in the 
camp. 

{g) The Superintendent shall, whenever it is possible, visit the 
camp at least twice a day during the prevalence of the 
epidemic. 

1281 « An alarm jiarude shall be organised for the camp, and 
the warders and the police shall take part in it. The signal for the 
parade shall be the firing of a inuskei. The prisoners shall be 
carefully instructed that on hearing this signal they are imme-^ 
diately to go to their respective tents and lie down.

Rule 4(if3 relating io the firing upon prisoners applies in camp as 
in the jails; the only difference being that, if possible, the officials 
must act with greater promptitude. 

1282 * All the regular ilaily parades shall be carried dbt in 
camp as if the prisoners were in the jail; the latrine parades, 
specially, sliall be carried out at the usual times and with the usual 
formality, as this will bring to notice all prisoners suffering from 
diurrhena who use the latrine out of hours, and enable the Medical 
Subordinate to treat them at once. 

1283 * All fatiguing w^ork should be avoided, but the Superin- 
tendent shall provide ®soine form of light labour for the employ- 
ment of prisoners in ramp, and a few toole shall also be provided, 
for keeping the camp in order.

If a second Sulv Assistant Surgeon is pro- 
vided, one shall be told off for the temporary hospital, and neither 
he nor any of the attendants employed there shall allowed to 
enter the ordiuar>’ hosnital or mix with other loisoners.

If th9 Medical OflSeeir is satisfied that the epideniic has 
ceased, ihe prisosiers may return to the jail when its pnrifica^im 
luUi been completed. The camp, when abandoned, shalrbe allowM 
to stand for a few days, dniiniT which the tents shall be disinfectM 
by soaking in a solution of mercuric chloride (1 in 1000) and sub- 
sequent exposure to the sun aid air until quite dry. 

t2Mm^ When tents are supplied from a depdt jail, a complete 
list showing the number of each article supplied shall be sent with 
them and checked by the Jailer of the receivinff jail. On return 
of the tents, etc., the same list shall be sent back with the number 
of articles returned noted on it.

{ >rovisions or materials, for plant for manufactory purposes, and 
arge purchases of tools; ana in any case when the budget grant 
is not sufficient to cover the proposed expenditure. 

1341 > (1) In all applications for sanction to proposals in- 

volving expenditure it should be distinctly stated whether the 
proposed charge can be met from the budget grant under upro- 

E riate head, and if it cannot be so met, whether it can be found 
y reoppropriation from savings under other heads. 

(2) No disbursing officer may, without previously obtaining an 
extra grant, incur expenditure in excess of the grant placed at 
his disjioHal under the heads concerned, and when a disbursing 
officer exceeds the annual grant, he may, under orders of Govern- 
ment be held responsible for the excess. In rare cases 
however when exiienditure in excess of the grant is urgent 
and inevitable, this may be incurred, but the officer incurring it 
does so on his own responsibility and must immediately rejKirt 
the fact to the Inspector-General with the recpiest that an addi- 
tional grant may he sanctioned to cover the excess and at the 
same lime explain why it was not possible to foresee the necessity 
for the extra grunt. ^ 

(3) All cliarges incurred must be paid and drawn at once and 
under no circumstances may they be allowed to stand over to be 
paid from the grant of another year,

1346a No officer of the jail is permitted to^ make advances 
from his own pocket. Petty sums shall be paid by the Jailer 
in cash out of the Permanent Advance. In payment of a large 
sum, the Superintendent shall draw upon the Treasury by an 
abstract bill. The money when recieved from the Treasury shall 
be paid at once to the person to whom it is due and shall not be 
kept in hand more than 48 hours. It is a standing rule that no 
money shall be drawn from the Treasury before it is required for 
disbursement.^ There should,' therefoire, seldom be a balance^ 
against the jail, qxcept the Permanent Advance, prisoners^ pro^ 
perty, diet money, proceeds of manufactures sold, and possibly 
petty refunds.

16 
of the civil prisoners’ admission register showing the daily allow* 
ance grantea and to the counterfoil of the receipt-book for diet 
money. When prisoners’ cash property is entered in the Oa^

shall lie entered in both the receipt and expenditure side. 

(2) On the disbursement side contingent expenditures need 
not be shown in detail. Details of expenditure either from Per- 
manent Advance or on account of contractors’ bills appear in the 
Contingent Register and the total of each day’s transaction with 
the serial numbers of payments shall only be shown in the Cash 
Bock. All other pa3rments, such as sums disbursed on account 
of prisoners’ property or diet money, etc., sale-proceeds or refunds 
deposited in the Treasury shall be entered in detail immediately 
on the disbursement side.

are cited as the authority ii^overuiiiji^ the procedure in subsidiary 
jails, the word “jail” in such rules shall no interpreted us “suli- 
sidiary jair’ and the variou.s jail officers, referred to therein, as 
the correspoudini^ officer or othcers of such subsidiary jail, unless 
there is anythiuK repu^iaiit in the context. 

2a Subsidiary jails are established at the headciuarters of sub- 
divisions of districts under siM*tioii 541 of Act V of 1898 for the 
confinement of criitiinul prisoners, IniIIi ctirivicied and under-trial. 

3a As no accommodation is provided for civil prisoners in sub- 
sidiary jails, such prisoners shall fon%’arded direct to the district 
jail oh arrest. 

4, Convicted prisoners shall not, except under the orders of tliM 
Inspector-General, be lonfined in a subsidiary' jail for more than 
14 days.
